WASHINGTON (AP) - A rate Increase which 


was to send the cost of mailing a letter from the 
current 10 cents to 13 cents on Dec. 28 was blocked 
Tuesday by U.S. District Judge John Sirica. 


Sirica's decision means the first-class letter rate 


will remain indefinitely at 10 cents. Increases for 
other rates also were blocked by Sirica's ruling. 


The decision will worsen the Postal Service's 


financial situation. The service had forecast a 
record deficit of $1.4 billion this fiscal year even 
with the Dec. 28 increase. 


The Postal Service, which has printed billions of 


the 13-cent stamps, announced it would appeal the 
order.' 


Sirica ruled that the scheduled rate increases 


were illegal because the required steps in raising 
postal rates were not taken. 


A 1970 law requires the Postal Service to get ap- 


proval of its board of governors for any new rates 
before filing for the increase with the Postal Rate 
Commission. 


The Postal Service had discussed the general out- 


line of new rates with the governors Sept. 4 and 
received their approval. On Sept. 18, the Postal Ser- 
vice filed for the new rates with the rate commis- 
sion, an independent body. 


"The specific proposed increases for the various 


classes of mail were not submitted to the board at 
that (Sept. 18) presentation," Sirica said. "Also, it 
is clear that the supporting data and documenta- 


tion for the proposed increases was not before the 
board." 


The decision means the board of governors must 


submit a new request for higher rates with the rate 
commission. Higher rates could not take effect un- 
til at least 90 days later. 


Sirica also blocked increases in some fees 


scheduled to go into effect Jan. 3. These fees cover 
such services as insured mail, C.O.D. mail, cer- 
tified mail, special delivery, special handling, 
money orders and other types of postal services. 


The Postal Service had not sought the approval 


of the rate commission for these rate increases, 
saying the law did not require it. 


However, Sirica said, "A careful analysis of the 


statute leads this court to find that the Postal Rate 
Commission has jurisdiction over changes in the 
fees for the services at issue here." 


Sirica ruled in a suit brought by the Association 


of Third Class Mail Users and the National Easter 
Seal Society. 


In another courtroom, U.S. District Judge 


George Hart Jr., refused to grant a preliminary in- 
junction to block the same postal rate increase. 
Since the two judges are on the same level, 
however, Sirica's order preventing the increase is 
the effective one 


Hart ruled in a case brought against the Postal 


Service by 11 states who claimed the increases dis- 
criminated against first class users.

The 1976 Lincoln-Lancaster United 


Way campaign fell $18,000 short of its 
$1,498,100 goal, the Lincoln Communi- 
ty Services (LCS) board was told 
Tuesday. 


With the campaign standing at 


98.8%, with $1,480,120 in pledges, 
most of the 25 United Way agencies 
stand to have their 1976 recommended 
allocations reduced by approximately 
.62%. The amounts were given board 
approval Tuesday. 


Last year, when the United Way 


drive fell 3 3% short of its $1,430.206 
goal, agencies suffered a 3.4% across 
the board decrease. 


Percentage adjustments across the 


board — that's the way LCS, the agen- 
cy that raises the funds and monitors 
other United Way agencies, usually 
makes up for campaign shortfalls. 


This year, however, the agency 


relations division eyeballed potential 
"financial windfalls" to a handful of 
agencies and, by adjusting those 
allocations proportionately, avoided 
reducing all agency allocations by a 
full percentage point. 


Allowing individual agencies a 


"chance to respond to changes in their 
budgets" resulted in savings of ?20,000 
in allocations, said agency relations 
division chairman Al Sward. 


The agencies that had substantive

Kansas City, Mo. (DPI) — Rusty 


Tuck hasn't been able to cry since a 
stroke partially Gripped her two years 
ago. But if tears were possible, this 
would be the time for them. 


She would cry from joy, not sorrow. 


"I hope no one ever tries to tell me 


the Christmas spirit is dead," said 
Mrs. Tuck, 27, who suffered a stroke 
two years ago which paralyzed her 
right arm, impaired her speech and 
walk and left her unable to shed tears. 
"I know it's not. People really want to 
help." 


Two weeks ago, Mrs. Tuck and her 


husband, L. Harold Tuck, spent 
almost all the family's money on 
Christmas presents for the couple's 
four children, aged 4 to 8. The 
children were delighted because of the 
gaily wrapped presents under the 
Chritmas tree. 


"The kids were so happy, they'd 


look at the boxes all wrapped up and 
shake them back and forth," said Mrs. 
Tuck. "I spent all our money on 
presents — maybe I had $5 or $6 left. 
Last year we didn't have any money at 
all. Our friends gave us presents." 


But a thief cut short the Tucks' hap- 


piness. The family returned home 
from a visit with relatives to find all 
the presents gone along with stereo 
equipment, tapes and a coffeemaker. 
It was the fourth time in a year the 


house had been burglarized. 


"Things were pretty bleak," said 


Mrs. Tuck. "We didn't know what we 
were going to do." 


But others did know what to do. 


People from as far away as Okinawa 
decided to help the Tucks when they 
read of the family's plight. 


Gifts and donations poured in, so 


many that Tuck is now referring 
donors to children's homes. 


"We've never had a Christmas like 


this and I know we'll never top it," 
said Tuck, who suffered a stroke 
himself when he was 10 and still has 
occasional seizures. He works on the 
assembly line at a suburban Ford 
plant but is frequently laid off because 
of economic problems within the auto 
industry. 


The living room of Tuck's modest 


home is now filled with donated gifts 
for his children. People have sent the 
family money, a bank made a cash gift 
to help them through the holidays and 
a grocery store gave them a gift cer- 
tificate. 


"Some people write to say they're 


sorry to hear of our situation," he 
said. "We've had children 7, 8 and 9 
years old write and send a little bit of 
money with a note saying they took 
the money out of savings and want to 
share with us. What can you say about 
things like that?" 


Center, which received an unexpected

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Abe Made Santa The Soul He Is

Few people realize that Abraham 


Lincoln helped to make Santa Claus 
the merry old soul we know him to be 
today. 


Lincoln and an artist named 


Thomas Nast are the two men who 
decided what St Nick would look like 


It may seem difficult to believe 


today, but there was a time when the 
people of America had no idea what 
Santa Claus looked like In fact it 
wasn't until 1863 that an acceptable 
sketch of the great man was 
published. 


Thomas Nast, a New York 


newspaper artist, penned the first 
drawings of Santa Claus to win public 
approval. Because he did, Nast, a Ger- 
man native, became known as "Santa- 
Claus' Father." Still the artist 
probably would have been famous 
even if be had not earned the il- 
lustrious title. Among other things, 
the Republican elephant and the 
donkey that is the symbol of the 
Democratic Party both came out of 
Nast's inkwefl. 


In 1823, Clement Moore wrote "A 


Visit From St. Nicholas". Everybody 
loved the poem, but no one knew 


exactly what Santa looked like, despite 
Moore's vivid word picture of the roly- 
poly one. The poet described Santa as 
"a right jolly old elf". He was "chubby 
and plump" and when he laughed he 
shook "like a bowl full of jelly". 


With such a splendid description 


available to them, it seems incredible 
that artists of the day were unable to 
draw an accurate sketch of Santa 
Claus. Alas, such was the case. In fact 
for four decades various artists tried 
to come up with sketches that would 
do justice to St. Nick. But most of the 
time, jolty old Kris Kringle came out 
looking like "a dried-up, skinny 
looking fellow", or "a tubby litUe 
dwarf'. 


Then, in 1863, Nast the artist who 


was only 23 at the time, drew two 
sketches of Santa Claus for a national 
magazine. Now, while these sketches 
were praised, they did not capture the 
fancy of the American public. 


However, a few days before Christ- 


mas that year. President Lincoln 
happened to see the sketches. And he 
was delighted by one of them that 
showed St. Nick visiting Union 
soldiers at camp. 


He praised the sketches pubbely, 


and several newspapers across the 
land reproduced them. It was at this 
point that the people began to show 
interest in Nast and his version of San- 
ta. Only it wasn't the one showing St 
Nick at the army camp mat the pop- 
unlaceadopted. They chose the second 
Nast sketch. It showed a dwarfish fat 
little fellow sitting on a chimney. He 
was jolly and full of Christmas spirit 
and was the one who became popular 
with boys and girls across the nadon. 


Apparently these original Santa 


Claus sketches did not satisfy Nast 
Sons and daughters, and mothers and 
fathers loved them. But the artist was 
a perfectionist He produced a new 
Santa sketch every Christmas. Each 
year, Santa was slightly different 
because Nast kept trying to come up 
with amore magnificent St Nick By 
1890, when he turned out his last Santa 
drawing, Nast was a famous artist 


Thus it was that an artist and an 


American president each in his own 
way, helped to make Santa the merry 
old soul we know today 


Nast's Santa sketches still remain 


popular, by the way A book of his car-

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


federal judge Tuesday accepted 
Sara Jane Moore's plea of guilty 
of attempting to kill President 
Ford and urged her to disclose 
any involvement of another per- 
son in her assassination plans 


US. District Judge Samuel 


Conti, ruling there would be no 
trial, took note of Miss Moore's 
refusal to say whether anyone 
else encouraged her or helped 
her plan the attempted 
assassination prior to Sept. 22. 
the day she fired the shot at 
Ford. 


"I'm not completely satisfied 


with some statements she made 
this morning as to who assisted 
her in forming her intentions to 
commit this act." Conti said. He 
suggested that she give proba- 
tion officials any further infor- 
mation, which he said "could 
assist in possible mitigation of 
sentence." 


Conti set Jan. 15 as the date 


for sentencing. He has the option 
of sentencing her to any term up 
to life imprisonment. 


As Miss Moore listened im- 


passively, Conti declared. "The 
court finds that after reviewing 
all of the evidence, a jury of 
reasonable individuals could find 
the defendant guilty as charged 
and there is a factual basis for 
the plea." 


Miss Moore's attorney, public 


defender James Hewitt, 
protested that "I am even more 
convinced now that a trial 
should be held." 


But the judge rejected 


Hewitt's objection and directed 
the matronly defendant to once 
more state her plea. 


She stood before the bench 


and answered calmly, "Guilt}-." 


Judge Conti's decision makes

stand guilty under a special 
federal law covering assaults on 
the President. 


Lynette "Squeaky" Fromme. 


a follower of mass murderer 
Charles Manson, is scheduled to 
be sentenced Wednesday for a 
Sept. 5 attempt on Ford's life in 
Sacramento, where she was 
found guilty by a jury last 
month. 


Miss Moore openly admitted 


under oath that she shot at Ford 
as he left a downtown hotel Sept. 
22, and she said she intended to 
murder him. 


Then the divorcee became 


evasive as she and the judge had 
this exchange: 


Q. Were you coerced by 


anyone to do this? 


A. No. 


Q. Were you acting alone or in 


concert? 


A (Pause) As to this specific 


date. I was acting alone. No one 
assisted me 


Q. Did anyone encourage you? 
A. As to that particular time 


and place, no, sir." 


Tne judge then asked if she 


had acted voluntarily when she 
shot at Ford and she replied, " I 
was acting voluntarily and of my 
own free will." 


Q. Did you intend to 


assassinate Mr. Ford prior to 
Sept. 22? 


A. Yes ... 


Q. Did someone else en- 


courage or assist you7 


A. As to that particlar date, I 


acted alone. 


Q. How about some other 


date? 


A. I'm not going to answer 


that, judge. 


With that, Conti dropped the 


questioning.

And most of the 
federal land is the lake water 
itself. 


But the issue is the license, not 


consumption, pointed out at- 
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torney Don Bowman, represen- 
ting Inland Shores Mannas The 
corporation has been going back 
and forth between government 
agencies, he said.

Few people realize that Abraham 
Lincoln helped to make Santa Claus 
the merry old soul we know him to be 
today. 
Lincoln and an artist named 
Thomas Nast are the two men who 
decided what St. Nick would look Uke, 
It may seem difficult to believe 
today, but there was a time when the 
people of America had no idea what 
Santa Claus looked like. In fact, it 
wasn’t until 1863 that an acceptable 
sketch of the great man was 
published. 


Thomas Nast, a New York 
newspaper artist, penned the first 
drawings of Santa Claus to win public 
approval Because he did, Nast, a Ger­ 
man native, became known as “ Santa^ 
Claus’ Father.” Still the artist 
probably would have been famous 
even if he had not earned the il­ 
lustrious title. Among other things, 
the Republican elephant and the 
donkey that is the symbol of the 
Democratic Party both came out of 
Nast’s inkwell. 
In 1823, Clement Moore wrote "A 
Visit From St. Nicholas” . Everybody 
loved the poem, but no one knew 


exactly what Santa looked like, despite 
Moore’s vivid word picture of the roly- 
poly one The poet described Santa as 
“a right jolly old elf ” . He was “ chubby 
and plump” and when he laughed he 
shook "like a bowl full of jelly” . 


With such a splendid description 
available to them, it seems incredible 
that artists of the day were unable to 
draw an accurate sketch of Santa 
Claus. Alas, such was the case. In fact, 
for four decades various artists tried 
to come up with sketches that would 
do justice to St. Nick. But most of the 
time, jolly old Kris Kringle came out 
looking like "a dried-up, skinny 
looking fellow” , or “ a tubby little 
dwarf” . 
Then, in 1863, Nast the artist, who 
was only 23 at the time, drew two 
sketches of Santa Claus for a national 
magazine. Now, while these sketches 
were praised, they did not capture the 
fancy of the American public. 
However, a few days before Christ­ 
mas that year, President Lincoln 
happened to see the sketches. And he 
was delighted by one of them that 
showed St. Nick visiting Union 
soldiers at camp. 
He praised the sketches publicly, 


and several newspapers across the 
land reproduced them. It was at this 
point that the people began to show 
interest in Nast and his version of San­ 
ta. Only it wasn’t the one showing St. 
Nick at the army camp that the pop- 
unlace adopted. They chose the second 
Nast sketch. It showed a dwarfish fat 
little fellow sitting on a chimney He 
was jolly and full of Christmas spmt, 
and was the one who became popular 
with boys and girls across the nation. 
Apparently these original Santa 
Claus sketches did not satisfy Nast. 
Sons and daughters, and mothers and 
fathers loved them. But the artist was 
a perfectionist He produced a new 
Santa sketch every Christmas. Each 
year, Santa was slightly different 
because Nast kept trying to come up 
with a more magnificent St. Nick. By 
1890, when he turned out his last Santa 
drawing, Nast was a famous artist, 
Thus it was that an artist, and an 
American president, each in his own 
way, helped to make Santa the merry 
old soul we know today. 
Nast’s Santa sketches still remain 
popular, by the way A book of his car­ 
toons called “ Christinas Drawings For 
The Human Race” was recently 
reiussed by Harper and Row 


J udge Accepts 
Plea Of Guilty 


SARA JANE MOORE . . . o n wa y to co u rt. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
federal judge Tuesday accepted 
Sara Jane Moore's plea of guilty 
of attempting to kill President 
Ford and urged her to disclose 
any involvement of another per­ 
son in her assassination plans. 
U.S. District Judge Samuel 
Conti, ruling there would be no 
trial, took note of Miss Moore's 
refusal to say whether anyone 
else encouraged her or helped 
her plan the attempted 
assassination prior to Sept 22. 
the day she fired the shot at 
Ford. 
“ Tm not completely satisfied 
with some statements she made 
this morning as to who assisted 
her in forming her intentions to 
commit this act,’’ Conti said. He 
suggested that she give proba­ 
tion officials any further infor­ 
mation. which he said “ could 
assist in possible mitigation of 
sentence.” 
Conti set Jan. 15 as the date 
for sentencing He has the option 
of sentencing her to any term up 
to life imprisonment. 
As Miss Moore listened im­ 
passively, Conti declared; "The 
court finds that after reviewing 
all of the evidence, a jury* of 
reasonable individuals could find 
the defendant guilty as charged, 
and there is a factual basis for 
the plea. ” 
Miss Moore’s attorney, public 
defender Jam es Hewitt, 
protested that "1 am even more 
convinced now that a trial 
should be held.” 
But the judge rejected 
Hewitt’s objection and directed 
the matronly defendant to once 
more state her plea. 
She stood before the bench 
and answered calmly, "Guilty." 
Judge Conti’s decision makes 
Miss Moore the second person to 
stand guilty under a special 
federal law covering assaults on 
the President 
Lynette "Squeaky” Fromme, 


a follower of mass murderer 
Charles Manson, is scheduled to 
be sentenced Wednesday for a 
Sept. 5 attempt on Ford's life in 
Sacramento, where she was 
found guilty by a jury' last 
month. 


Miss Moore openly admitted 
under oath that she shot at Ford 
as he left a downtown hotel Sept. 
22. and she said she intended to 
murder him.

President Ford likely will score points 


with many wavering conservatives by 
vetoing the extension of 1975 tax cuts into 
the lirst six months of next year. But the 
great majority of the American people and 
the national economy likely will benefit 
from 
the anticipated congressional 


override oi that anticipated veto. 


Also a winner would be the new con- 


gressional budget process which President 
Ford's dollar-for-dollar tax and spending 
cuts proposal would bypass. 


The President has said he will veto any 


tax cut, including the device of extending 
the 1975 temporary cut, that was not ac- 
companied by a like cut in federal spen- 
ding Congress, however, is working on a 
bill extending tax cuts with no mention of a 
spending ceiling or spending cuts. The 
Senate has passed that bill lopsidedly and 
both houses are expected to pass a con- 
ference version which the President will 
most hkeiy veto and the Congress override 
before adjournment Friday. 


From the outset it has been apparent 


that Ford's proposed dollar-for-dollar 
proposal is unrealistic. Congress understan- 
dably is not going to place a rigid ceiling on 
spending 
before it sees the 
executive 


budget for the next fiscal year and before it 
gives its budgeting process a chance to 


We have our doubts about appoin- 


ting a career politician to head the Central 
Intelligence Agency. That agency has been 
manipulated out of political considerations 
too often in the past. 


But that is not to say that George 


Bush, a former congressman and chairman 
of the Republican National Committee, 
U.N. ambassador and currently U.S. envoy 
to the Peoples Republic of China, is un- 
qualified to serve as director of the CIA. It 
is President Ford's judgment that he is 
qualified and that may be the conclusion of 
the Senate. 


His political and diplomatic skills may 


actually help him in running that sensitive, 
secret agency. 


Whatever the decision on confirming 


Bush, it should be made on a judgment of 
his capabilities and his record and not on 
what his political future may be. 


Efforts during a hearing before the 


Senate Armed Services Committee to get 
Bush to forswear political activity as a 
future candidate failed, as they should 
have. Bush said he would leave politics 
behind if confirmed as director of the CIA 
but he told the committee: "I cannot in ail 
honesty tell you that I would not accept" a 
vice presidential nomination. 


work. And if the temporary tax cuts were 
to lapse at the end of this year, the slow 
economic recovery could receive a 
staggering blow. People are indicating 
renewed confidence in the economy at this 
time. That would be offset by a tax in- 
crease which would drain billions from the 
economy next year. 


Politically speaking, allowing the tax 


cuts to lapse could also be damaging to 
Democrats in Congress, which is another 
point, but understandable, too. 


The way we see it, a continuation of 


the tax cut and spending cuts are both 
necessary — but Congress should not be 
tied to cutting specific dollar amounts or 
holding spending to a specific amount in 
advance of consideration of the fiscal 1977 
budget. 


There is some bipartisan agreement in 


Congress — just as there was for con- 


" tinuing the 1975 tax cut — for passing a 
resolution to hold down spending next 
year, but without any specific spending 
ceiling. 


That would, we think, show proper 


congressinal concern for trying to achieve 
some sort of revenue-expenditure balance 
and at the same time preserve some of the 
traditional congressional independence in 
appropriations matters. 


We don't think it is the place of the 


Congress to limit the political options of 
the administration in power or of an ap- 
pointee when making judgments on that 
appointee's fitness to serve. 


Obviously Bush should not tackle the 


CIA job and be actively involved in partisan 
politics at the same time. But as Sen. Sten- 
nis observed, if Bush or anyone thought he 
could get ahead politically by heading the 
CIA, the senator would ha^e serious doubts 
about his judgment. We think neither Bush 
nor anyone else could conceivably think of 
the CL4 as a stepping-stone to higher of- 
fice. 


But that does not mean that Bush will 


never be considered for high elective of- 
fice. 


He might be seen as a possible Ford 


running mate if the incumbent somehow 
wins nomination to a term in his own right; 
just as James Schlesinger. former boss of 
both the CIA and the Pentagon, could 
logically be seen as the running mate of 
Ronald Reagan. 


And neither should be counted out just 


because they were connected with the in- 
telligence service.

WASHINGTON - "Secrecy in 


government." You only have to 
use that expression to stir anger 
and indignation and draw a blast 
from the nearest politician. So 
much has been revealed that 
happened behind closed doors 
and in back alleys in the FBI and 
CIA that the mere suggestion 
that all government business 
cannot be conducted in a gold- 
fish bowl gets an instant knee- 
jerk reaction. 


But the plain truth is that this 


is an impossibility and, if the de- 
mand is pushed to the ultimate 
limit, not only will serious 
damage be done at home but we 
shall lose the trust and con- 
fidence of our allies and friends 
abroad. That is the issue in what 
is known as the "Government in 
the Sunshine" bill which passed 
the Senate 94 to 0.

Chiles, D.-Fla., who says a 
similar measure has worked very 
well in Florida, the sunshine 
state. Every agency, every com- 
mission must hold virtually 
every meeting in public. 


It would apply to the Board of 


Governors of the Federal 
Reserve system which has 
responsibility for assuring the 
soundness of the nation's com- 


mercial banking system. To try 
to do this in a goldfish bowl 
would entail grave risks not only 
to certain "problem" banks but 
to fiscal stability. 


Chairman Arthur Burns of the 


Fed went up to tell a House sub- 
committee the other day why 
this is impossible. Supposing, he 
said, we have a bank holding 
company come before one of our 
meetings. They want to acquire 
Bank XYZ. XYZ is a problem 
bank. Now suppose we hold a 
public discussion of its dif- 
ficulties. 


The likelihood would be a run 


on the bank and the ripple effect 
might well damage the belief in 
other problem banks. The net 
result could have the most 
serious consequences for the en- 
tire banking system. 


A provision in the sunshine 


law as passed by the Senate 
would allow certain passages in 
the transcript of a closed 
meeting to be deleted. But, 
Burns testified, it would not be 
long before the purport of those 
deleted passages became known 
and the same shock wave would 
rock the banking community.

WASHINGTON - If the FBI's 


reputation over the years were 
to be plotted on graph paper, it 
would resemble a parabola. The 
bureau was tainted half a cen- 
tury ago by the scandals of the 
Harding administration, but it 
soon surmounted them and built 
an image of incorruptibility un- 
der J. Edgar Hoover, its director 
from 1924 to 1972. The FBI's 
reputation began to spp during 
Hoover's final years in office, 
and the bureau now stands ac- 
cused of many of the political 
abuses that led it into disgrace in 
the early 1920's. 


In a recent study of FBI 


abuses, the Senate Select 
Intelligence Committee con- 
cluded that all presidents from 
Franklin D. Roosevelt through 
Richard M. Nixon had received 
reports from the FBI on jour- 
nalists, political opponents and 
critics of administration policies. 
"The FBI intelligence system 
developed to a point where no 
one inside or outside the bureau 
was willing or able to tell the 


difference between legitimate 
national security or law enforce- 
ment information and purely 
political intelligence," the staff 
report stated. 


These and other allegations of 


FBI improprieties have con- 
tributed to a decline in public es- 
teem for the bureau. According 
to the Gallup polling organiza- 
tion, 84% of those interviewed in 
1965 gave the FBI a "highly 
favorable" rating. That figure 
declined to 71°o in 1970 and to 
37% in a poll whose results were 
released Dec. 3. 
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When Hoover assumed com- 


mand of the bureau in 1924, its 
standing among the public was 
far lower than it is today-. 
Alpheus T. Mason, the 
biographer of Harlan Fiske 
Stone, President Coolidge's first 
attorney general, described the 
bureau that Stone inherited: 
"(It) had become a private 
secret service for corrupt forces 
within the government 
. . . Included among the special 


bank regulatory functions under 
the bills in question," he told the 
subcommittee, "would be 
fraught with no less mischief 
than the inclusion of meetings of 
the National Security Council or 
meetings of the secretary of 
state with his principal aides or 
meetings of the secretary of the 
treasury with foreign finance 
ministers, or meetings 'in 
camera' of the members of a 
Federal appellate court." 


In short, he was saying that a 


great deal of the government's 
business must be done in private 
and particularly where inter- 
national relations are concerned. 


This is the heart of the matter 


over the contempt citation 
which the House intelligence 
committee was pressing against 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger. 
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Woodrow Wilson with his 


brash rhetoric about "open con- 
venants openiy arrived at" 
perpetrated a doctrine that over 
past decades has done a great 
deal of harm. A covenant with 
another power must often be 
secretly negotiated. When it 
becomes public it can then be 
subjected to scrutiny and 
criticism.

These persons, 
Mason added, worked "as con- 
fidential agents and informers to 
'frame' evidence against per- 
sonal enemies of the Harding ad- 
ministration." 


Hoover moved quickly and 


with notable success to clean up 
the bureau. Appraising his ap- 
pointee's stewardship, Stone 
said in 1933 that Hoover "had 
removed from the bureau every 
man as to whose character there 
was any ground for suspicion. 


"He refused to yield to any- 


kind of political pressure; he ap- 
pointed to the bureau men of in- 
telligence and education, and 
strove to build up a morale such 
as should control such an 
organization. He withdrew it 
wholly from extra-legal activities 
and made it an efficient 
organization for investigation of 
criminal offenses against the 


Burns gave it as his considered 


judgment that foreign central 
banks would severely limit their 
present candid exchanges with 
the Fed if the Board were 
required to give public notice of 
the subject matter of closed 
meetings and to record every 
word spoken at a closed 
meeting. He noted that a court 
later might require the complete 
recording to be released. 


Something like this has 


already happened with the CIA. 
Foreign governments are known 
to be withholding highly con- 
fidential information that 
formerly came to the agency as 
part of a reciprocal exchange. 
They fear that such information 
and, even more important the 
source, will appear in next 
week's headlines. 


Burns is fully aware that his is 


a most unpopular position. 
Secrecy in government, these 
are code words ringing a bell 
that conjures up a picture of 
sinister conspirators at work in 
secret hideouts.

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Before long, Hoover was a 


public hero. In a six-month 
period beginning July 22, 1934, 
the following outlaws were 
killed in shootouts with FBI 
agents — John Diliinger, "Pret- 
ty Boy" Floyd, "Baby Face" 
Nelson, Russell Gibson of the 
Barker-Karpis gang, and "Ma" 
and Fred Barker. These dazzling 
successes, achieved over so short 
a span of time, secured the FBI's 
image of efficiency. 


Ironically, Hoover bears most 


of the blame for the bureau's 
slide into ill-repute during his 
later years as director. But there 
is no reason why the FBI cannot 
retrieve its lost prestige. After 
all, the early Hoover pointed the 
way. If current FBI director 
Clarence M. Kelley and his 
successors are resolute in 
resisting 
outside political 


pressures, the bureau stands a 
good chance of winning a new 
generation of admirers.

describing the current problem of malpractice action against 
medical practitioners is the most precise and succinct analysis 
of the situation I have read. I offer commendation. 


Patients in Nebraska hospitals are paying up to S3 per day 


each to cover the cost of the premium to the hospital. The per- 
sonal medical liability annual premium I must pay for protec- 
tion has increased 16.000% since I started practice in Lincoln 25 
years ago! 


Further, the physician is compelled to practice "defensive" 


medicine and order laboratory studies and consultations which 
are not really necessary based on his judgment and experience 
and he thus contributes to the increasing cost of medical care. 
The question is not. "What is best for my patient." Rather, it is, 
"What all must I do to avoid possible medical legal action 
against me?" Our normal concern for our patients' well-being 
has been converted into dread of potential legal action. 


Another startling fact is that the wronged individual who is 


justly entitled to compensation for bona fide injury receives 
only 17" of the premium dollar. Eighty-three cents of the dollar 
goes for attorneys' fees, court costs and administration. 


Year by year the situation is becoming more critical. 


Travelers Insurance Company has announced a 486% increase m 
premium in southern California for next year. The physician can 
no longer afford to render medical care. 


The problem can be resolved only through the efforts of our 


State Legislature.

bu dget for the n ex t fiscal y ear an d before it 
giv es its bu dgetin g process a chan ce to 


work. An d if the tem porary tax cu ts we re 
to lapse at the en d of this y ear, the slow 
ec on om ic rec ov ery 
cou ld rec eiv e a 
staggerin g blow. People are in dicatin g 
ren ew ed con fiden ce in the econ omy at this 
tim e That wou ld be offset by a tax in ­ 
crease which wou ld drain billion s from the 
econ om y n ex t y ear. 
Politically speakin g, allowin g the tax 
cu ts to lapse cou ld also be damagin g to 
Dem ocrats in Con gress, which is an other 
poin t, bu t u n derstan dable, too. 
The way we see it, a con tin u ation of 
th e tax cu t an d spen din g cu ts are both 
n ecessary — bu t Con gress shou ld n ot be 
tied to cu ttin g specific dollar am ou n ts or 
holdin g spen din g to a specific am ou n t in 
adv an ce of con sideration of the fiscal 19 77 
bu dget. 
There is som e bipartisan agreem en t in 
Con gress — ju st as there was for con ­ 
tin u in g the 1975 tax cu t — for passin g a 
resolu tion to hold down spen din g n ex t 
y ear, bu t withou t an y specific spen din g 
ceilin g. 
That wou ld, we thin k, show proper 
con gressin al con cern for try in g to achiev e 
som e sort of rev en u e-ex pen ditu re balan ce 
an d at the sam e tim e preserv e some of the 
tradition al con gression al in depen den ce in 
appropriation s m atters.

We hav e ou r dou bts abou t appoin ­ 
tin g a career politician to head the Cen tral 
In telligen ce Agen cy That agen cy has been 
m an ipu lated ou t of political con sideration s 
too often in the past 
Bu t that is n ot to say that George 
Bu sh, a form er con gressman an d chairman 
of the Repu blican Nation al Com mittee, 
U N. am bassador an d cu rren tly U.S. en v oy 
to the Peoples Repu blic of Q iin a, is u n ­ 
qu alified to serv e as director of the CIA It 
is Presiden t F ord’s ju dgm en t that he is 
qu alified an d that may be the con clu sion of 
the Sen ate. 
His political an d diplom atic skills may 
actu ally help him in ru n n in g that sen sitiv e, 
secret agen cy . 
W hatev er the decision on con firmin g 
Bu sh, it shou ld be m ade on a ju dgm en t of 
his capabilities an d his record an d n ot on 
what his political fu tu re may be. 
Efforts du rin g a hearin g before the 
Sen ate Armed Serv ices Com m ittee to get 
Bu sh to forswear political activ ity as a 
fu tu re can didate failed, as they shou ld 
hav e. Bu sh said he wou ld leav e politics 
behin d if con firmed as director of the CIA 
bu t he told the com m ittee: “ I can n ot in all 
hon esty tell y ou that I wou ld n ot accept" a 
v ice presiden tial n omin ation . 


We don ’t thin k it is the place of the 
Con gress to limit the political option s of 
the adm in istration in power or of an ap­ 
poin tee when makin g ju dgmen ts on that 
appoin tee s fitn ess to serv e. 
Obv iou sly Bu sh shou ld n ot tackle the 
CIA job an d be activ ely in v olv ed in partisan 
politics at the sam e tim e. Bu t as Sen . Sten - 
ms observ ed, if Bu sh or an y on e thou ght he 
cou ld get ahead politically by headin g the 
(TA. the sen ator wou ld hav e seriou s dou bts 
abou t his ju dgm en t. We thin k n either Bu sh 
n or an y on e else cou ld con ceiv ably thin k of 
the CIA as a steppin g-ston e to higher of­ 
fice. 
Bu t that does n ot mean that Bu sh will 
n ev er be con sidered for high electiv e of­ 
fice. 


He might be seen as a possible Ford 
ru n n in g mate if the in cu mben t som ehow 
win s n omin ation to a term in his own right; 
ju st as Jam es Sehlesin ger, former boss of 
both the CLA an d the Pen tagon , cou ld 
logically be seen as the ru n n in g m ate of 
Ron ald Reagan . 
An d n either shou ld be cou n ted ou t ju st 
becau se they were con n ected with the in ­ 
telligen ce serv ice.

WASHINGTON - “ Secrecy in 
g o v ernment ’’ Yo u o nly hav e to 
use that ex pressio n to stir ang er 
and indig natio n and draw a blast 
fro m the nearest po litician. So 
much has been rev ealed that 
happened behind clo sed do o rs 
and in back alley s in the FBI and 
CIA that the mere sug g estio n 
that all g o v ernment business 
canno t be co nducted in a g o ld­ 
fish bo wl g ets an instant knee- 
jerk reactio n. 


But the plain truth is that this 
is an impo ssibility and, if the de­ 
mand is pushed to the ultimate 
limit, no t o nly will serio us 
damag e be do ne at ho me but we 
shall lo se the trust and co n­ 
fidence o f o ur allies and friends 
abro ad. That is the issue in what 
is kno wn as the "Go v ernment in 
the Sunshine” bill which passed 
the Senate 9 4 to 0. 


The au thor is Sen . Lawton 
Chiles, D.-Fla., who say s a 
similar measu re has worked v ery 
well in Florida, the su n shin e 
state Ev ery agen cy , ev ery com­ 
mission mu st hold v irtu ally 
ev ery meetin g in pu blic.

Bu rn s testified, it wou ld n ot he 
lon g before the pu rport of those 
deleted passages became kn own 
an d the same shock wav e wou ld 
rock the ban kin g commu n ity . 


“The in clu sion of the Federal 
Reserv e's mon etary policy an d 


bank reg ulato ry functio ns under 
the bills in questio n,’’ he to ld the 
subco m m ittee, “ wo uld 
be 
fraug ht with no less mischief 
than the inclusio n o f meeting s o f 
the Natio nal Security Co uncil o r 
meeting s o f the secretary o f 
state with his principal aides o r 
meeting s of the secretary o f the 
treasu ry with fo reig n finance 
m in isters, or meeting s

In short, he was say in g that a 
great deal o f the gov ern men t’s 
bu sin ess mu st be don e in priv ate 
an d particu larly where in ter­ 
n ation al relation s are con cern ed.

FBI Strivin g For F o rmer Status 


WASHINGTON - If the FBI’s 
repu tation ov er the y ears were 
to be plotted on graph paper, it 
wou ld resemble a parabola The 
bu reau was tain ted half a cen ­ 
tu ry ago by the scan dals of the 
Hardin g admin istration , bu t it 
soon su rmou n ted them an d bu ilt 
an image of in corru ptibility u n ­ 
der J. Edgar Hoov er, its director 
from 1924 to 1972. The FBI s 
repu tation began to slip du rin g 
Hoov er s fin al y ears in office, 
an d the bu reau n ow stan ds ac­ 
cu sed of man y of the political 
abu ses that led it in to disgrace in 
the earlv 1920’s. 


In a recent study o f FBI 
abuses, the Senate Select 
Intellig ence Co mmittee co n­ 
cluded that all presidents fro m 
Franklin 1). Ro o sev elt thro ug h 
Richard M. Nix o n had receiv ed 
repo rts fro m the FBI o n jo ur­ 
nalists, po litical o ppo nents and 
critics o f administratio n po licies. 
“ The FBI intellig ence sy stem 
dev elo ped to a po int where no 
o ne inside o r o utside the bureau 
was willing o r able to tell the 


difference between leg itimate 
natio nal security o r law enfo rce­ 
ment info rmatio n and purely 
po litical intellig ence,” the staff 
repo rt stated. 


These an d other allegation s of 
FBI 
improprieties hav e con ­ 
tribu ted to a declin e in pu blic es­ 
teem for the bu reau . Accordin g 
to the Gallu p pollin g organ iza­ 
tion , 8 4% of those in terv iewed in 
1965 gav e the FBI a “ highly 
fav orable" ratin g. That figu re 
declin ed to 71% in 1970 an d to 
37' v in a poll whose resu lts were 
released Dec. 3.

When Hoov er assu med com­ 
man d of the bu reau in 1924, its 
stan din g amon g the pu blic was 
far lower than it is today . 
A l ph e u s T. M a s on , t he 
biographer of Harlan 
Fiske 
Ston e. Presiden t Coolidge's first 
attorn ey gen eral, described the 
bu reau that Ston e in herited: 
“ (It) had become a priv ate 
secret serv ice for corru pt forces 
w i t h i n 
t h e 
g ov e r n m e n t 
. . . In clu ded amon g the special 


agen ts were some with crimin al 
records. Bu reau badges an d 
property had been issu ed to per­ 
son s n ot employ ed by the 
gov ern men t. ’ These 
person s, 
Mason added, worked “as con ­ 
fiden tial agen ts an d in formers to 
‘frame’ ev iden ce again st per­ 
son al en emies of the Hardin g ad­ 
min istration .” 


Ho o v er mo v ed quickly and 
with no table success to clean up 
the bureau. Appraising his ap­ 
po intee’s stewardship. Sto ne 
said in 1 9 33 that Ho o v er “ had 
remo v ed fro m the bureau ev ery 
man as to who se character there 
was an y g ro und fo r suspicio n. 


“He refu sed to y ield to an y 
kin d of political pressu re; he ap­ 
poin ted to the bu reau men of in ­ 
telligen ce an d edu cation , an d 
strov e to bu ild u p a morale su ch 
as shou ld con trol su ch an 
organ ization . He withdrew it 
wholly from ex tra-legal activ ities 
an d made it an efficien t 
organ ization for in v estigation of 
crimin al offen ses again st the 


Un ited States.”

Befo re lo ng , Ho o v er was a 
public hero . In a six -mo nth 
perio d beg inning July 2 2 , 1 9 34, 
the fo llo wing o utlaws were 
killed in sho o to uts with FBI 
agen ts — Jo hn Dilling er, "Pret­ 
ty Bo y ” Flo y d, "Baby Face” 
Nelso n, Russell Gibso n o f the 
Barker-Karpis g ang , and "Ma” 
and Fred Barker. These dazzling 
successes, achiev ed o v er so sho rt 
a span o f time, secured the FBI’s 
imag e o f efficiency . 


Iron ically . Hoov er bears mo st 
of the blame for the bureau's 
slide in to ill-repu te during his 
later y ears as director. But there 
is n o reason why the FBI canno t 
retriev e its lost prestig e. After 
all. the early Ho o v er po inted the 
way . II cu rren t FBI directo r 
Claren ce M. Kelley and his 
su ccessors are reso lute in 
resistin g ou tside 
po litical 
pressu res, the bu reau stands a 
good chan ce of win n in g 
a new 
gen eration of admirers.

There has been mu ch written on LOMR ov er the last 
mon th, some say too mu ch. Bu t a n ew ev en t will su rface in 
Jan u ary , an d there n eeds to be some con n ection s made amon g 
past ev en ts. 
In Ju n e of 1974, cou n ty person n el wen t u n der the Civ il Ser­ 
v ice Sy stem This pu t ail cou n ty employ es, workin g at that time, 
on probation for six mon ths, an d made Jan u ary the an n iv ersary 
mon th for perman en t statu s. It also became the time for pay 
raises in the fu tu re of these same people. There are sev en peo­ 
ple on LOMR s admin istrativ e staff who earn ov er $500 ev ery 
two weeks Each on e of these will come u p for pay raises in 
Jan u ary , an d will achiev e them with good ev alu ation s For the 
ex ecu tiv e director, this will mean a y early in crease of $1,18 2, for 
his depu ty , $972 The combin ation of all sev en raises amou n ts to 
$5'953 Fart of this will be absorbed by this y ear’s bu dget. It has 
con tribu ted to the Lev el I an d Lev el H lay offs, an d will con ­ 
tribu te to Lev el III lay off m March 
Addin g to the Lev el I lay offs was the 10% cost-of-liv in g raise 
in September, For these sev en that amou n ted to rou ghly $10,- 
000 fr or my self, it is difficu lt to u n derstan d how someon e ear­ 
n in g $19,000 a y ear n eeds to hav e a cost of-liv in g raise 
With $15,000 goin g to admin istrativ e raises in six mon ths, 
an d with 26 people bein g laid off. it strikes me as v ery stran ge 
that the ex ecu tiv e director wou ld say to the press that these 
lay offs wou ld hav e a "slight effect” on the clien ts At Lev el I 
an d at Lev el if cu ts in person n el, people were laid off who 
prov ided direct clien t serv ices while people who did n ot were 
kept on It is tu n e to qu estion how well the "field” is kn own by 
the admin istration .

I 
ascertain that there has been far more than a “ slight effect”. I 
thin k it is a qu estion of ex actly what the ex ecu tiv e director 
kn ows in terms of the “ field”. Perhaps it is a direct con ­ 
sequ en ce of how little con tact he has had with it in the past y ear. 
The problem of the raises n eeds to be tackled on a cou n ty 
lev el The raises, if recommen ded by the “ peer" ev alu ation 
team, mu st be gran ted by presen t law. Possibly the cou n ty per­ 
son n el director, Way n e Hart, n eeds to con stru ct an altern ativ e 
to the presen t sy stem. Perhaps a sy stem where the greater the 
in come, the less per cen t of y ou r total in come y ou wou ld receiv e 
for a raise. In v iewin g the sy stem as a whole, this wou ld seem 
more equ itable. 
The problem of the ex ecu tiv e director kn owin g what effects 
his decision s will hav e on the field n eeds to be the con cern of 
man y people. Paren ts who hav e then son s an d dau ghters in 
LOMR’s programs, the gen eral pu blic (it is a pu blic agen cy ), the 
hu man serv ices director, an d the cou n ty commission ers all 
share the respon sibility join tly .

He also said five persons 
were killed in a clash at the 
village of Sibnayeh, 10 miles 
north of Beirut, raising the 
known death toll for the day to 
13. But he said, “ The cease-fire 
is beginning to take hold " 
Previous lulls have lasted 
from a few days to a few weeks. 
But street fighting always 
resumed in the past because 
each side felt its demands were 
not being met and the Lebanese 
government failed to reassert its 
authority over the private 
militias involved. 
The Politburo of the nght- 
wing Phalange party issued a 
communique saying any cease­ 
fire measures “ will continue to 
be ineffectual unless coupled 
with a revival of state in­ 
stitutions and authority. 
“ All parties should cooperate, 
even if it means resorting to 
force, to strike at alien forces in 
the country and bring an end to 
the present conditions of war 
and utter collapse.” 
Christian militias have king 
charged that international com­ 
munism and non-Lebanese 
agitators from other Arab coun­ 
tries are using Moslems and 
Palestinian guerrillas here to try 
to take over the country 
The Phalange party com­ 
munique again urged strict 
observance of all prior 
agreements between the 
Lebanese government and the 
Palestinian guerrilla movement

Williams, wearin g a med al rib­ 
bo n with Ch in ese ch aracters, 
was g reeted at th e Un io n Co u n ty 
Co u rth o u se by so me 50 p erso n s, 
mo st o f th em black .

Williams, one of the founders 


of the Revolutionary Action 
Movement and a figure in the 
early civil rights movement, 
turned himself in to Union Coun- 
ty authorities after arriving by 
plane from Detroit. 


Accompanied by .his wife and 


two sons, Williams was whisked 
away to a hearing where he 
refused to pay a 520,000 bond. 


"You know deep down in your 


heart that this is a frameup," 
Williams told Judge John 
McConnell. "This is the worst 
form of American justice." 


He said "as a matter of prin- 


ciple," he would not pay the 
bond. 


However, after a brief 


adjournment, the judge reduced 
the bond to $10,000. Two Monroe 
men who said they were lifelong 
friends of Williams put up some 
property as collateral and 
Williams was freed. 


Williams told reporters he 


would remain in Monroe a few 
days and then return to his 
Baldwin, Mich., home pending 
trial, which was docketed for the 
Jan. 19 term of Union County 
Superior Court. 


At an airport news conference 


in nearby Charlotte, Williams 
said he thought he could get a 
fairer trial in Moscow or Peking. 
Williams, wearing a medal rib- 
bon with Chinese characters, 
was greeted at the Union County 
Courthouse by some 50 persons, 
most of them black. 


During the bond hearing, 


Williams' attorney, William 
Kunstler, argued that he be 
released 
on

recognizance, noting that 
Williams had returned to North 
Carolina on his own. However, 
McConnell noted that four

Williams was charged with 


kidnaping a white couple, Mr.

Washington (UPI) — The 


House Tuesday passed and sent 
to President Ford a bill in- 
creasing Federal Home Ad- 
ministration loan limits for 
mobile homes and also exten- 
ding the emergency flood in- 
surance program.

Moving and Storage Co., 645 L St., has provided ACTION LINE with a 
more complete answer to a reader's inquiry about his firm in last 
Wednesday's column. The reader stated that he had filed a claim with 
the Lincoln firm for reimbursement of damages done to his 
belongings moved by a Missouri company. Campbell explains that he 
had attempted numerous times to contact the reader to tell him that 
the claim couldn't be settled until all charges for the move were paid 
and the proper forms completed. This is required by Interstate 
Commerce Commission regulations, Campbell said. When Campbell 
was able to contact the reader, he agreed to pay an unpaid part of the 
moving charges. Campbell said that as soon as the reader signs a final 
release, he'll receive a settlement of the claim.

When you become a compulsive plant person, 
you will take anyone’ s rejects and try to make them 
well again, pinch other people’ s plants or become 
adept at propagating them yourself. 
Vegetative reproduction is an activity where 
less results in more. It is a means of duplicating the 
original plant exactly, producing a larger plant 
more quickly and giving the illusion of having 
created something out of nothing. 
Multiplication By Division. One way to get 
more plants is to separate or divide a large one into 
several small ones. In separation of large clumps of 
many stems, the plant is taken out of the pot and 
gently pulled or broken apart into the obvious 
parts. Sometimes soaking the plant in a bucket will 
soften the soil and make separation easier. This 
works well with ferns, orchids and papyrus, and 
most many-stemmed plants that aren’ t too old. 
With older plants that have tightly interwoven 
root balls or tough roots, root division is more 
satisfactory. A large, mature asparagus fern, for 
example, needs a strong arm, plenty of room and a 
sharp instrument. Root division is supposed to be 
surgery, not butchery. So the instrument should be 
sterile and the cutting neat After the plant has 
been divided, the excess soil should be removed

from the roots. Each part is potted separately and 
put where it can get intensive care for a couple of 
weeks. 
Addition By Subtraction. Some plants have 
offsets or offshoots that grow at their base. These 
can be removed gently with a sharp knife and 
potted up. Other plants, such as strawberry 
begonias and spider plants, send off runners with 
small plants at the ends. These can be rooted in 
small pots where the plantlet is still attached to the 


parent. Then when the plantlet is well rooted, the 
cord can be cut. 
Other plants, such as ivy and philodendron, 
will produce a plant at almost every leaf joint. This 
procedure is called layering. You lay the stem at­ 
tached to the plant across a pot, pin it down and 
wait until it grows roots. If there’ s a long stem, you 
can sometimes pin it down three or four times. 
Air layering uses the same principle, except 
the rooting is done up in the air, and the rooting 
medium is attached to the stem rather than the 
stem to the soil. This is done by making a cut or 
small notch with a clean, disinfected knife on one 
side of the stem you want to cut off. Keep the cut 
open with a small sliver of wood and wrap the spot 
with sheet sphagnum moss that has been soaked in 
water and then had as much as possible squeezed 
out. Cover the sphagnum with clear plastic and tie 
it tightly above and below. Wait until the roots 
show through the moss, then cut the whole stem off 
just below the new roots. Treat the new roots gent­ 
ly when potting. It's often a good idea to keep the 
newly separated plant in an incubator made out of 
a large, clear plastic bag for a week or so until it 
adjusts to life on its own. 
Many plants are capable of reproducing 
themselves from a piece of stem, root or leaf. 
Under favorable conditions they will form new 
buds and reproduce the entire plant. A cutting or a 
piece cut or pinched off a plant can be rooted in a 
windowsill garden or in a well-drained mixture that 
can be kept warm and moist. 
Many indoor plants can be produced from 
stem cuttings: coleus, wandering jew and many 
succulents. A stem cutting is a piece of stem, with 
or without leaves, that has some buds on it. If there 
are a lot of leaves, it’ s better to remove most of 


Patien t 


them or cut them way back so they don’ t keep on 
working and exhausing the rootless stem. 
A good time to make a cutting is when you’ re 
pinching a plant back, that is, cutting off long or 
straggly stems or training it by stopping its forward 
growth and diverting it to each side. A plant can be 
pinched with fingers or with a clean knife or razor 
blade. The cut should be made just above a joint. 
To make a root cutting, you spread the cut 
roots on a nice soft bed of soil and then cover them 
with a bit more soil, which should be kept moist. 
Very few house plants are reproduced by root cut­ 
ting, although one can do it with dracaena. 


On the other hand, many leaves can be rooted. 
The leaf can be put in either soil or water in either 
a vertical position or laid flat. A long sanservieria 
leaf can be made into almost any number of two — 
to three-inch chunks and stuck in sand, bottom 
down. African violet leaves root easily and produce 
new plants; rex begonia leaves can be laid on soil, 
cut through the veins, and new plantiets will grow 
from those points. 
Leaves for leaf cuttings have to be strong and 
healthy—you can’ t get new plants from a dead or 
dying leaf. With crotons, some succulents and other 
plants it’ s possible to get a leaf to root but still not 
produce a plant. The leaf cutting has to have a 
piece of stem with it because the new plant comes 
from the tiny bud in the joint where the leaf con­ 
nects to the stem. 
Plants can also be produced from seed, and 
although this takes longer, it’ s the way most new 
plants get their start. To grow seeds, you need 
something to grow them in, something to hold the 
stuff they’ re growing in and a place to grow 
(generally where it’ s nice and warm and humid). 
Some seeds germinate sprouts almost overnight, 
and some may take as long as two years. Until the 
seeds germinate, they don’ t need light, but once 
they’ ve sprouted they should be moved into a light 
they can grow in, and they should never be allowed 
to dry out. 
When the seedlings have their third pair of 
leaves, it’ s time to separate them and give each a 
small pot if its own. But don't over-pot a young 
plant. Placing it in too large a pot can scare it to 
death trying to live up to your expectations all at 
once. Too large a pot will also keep the roots too 
wet so the plant will rot.

When you become a compulsive plant person, 


you mil take anyone's rejects and try to make them 
well again, pinch other people's pftits or become 
adept at propagating them yourself. 


Vegetative reproduction is an activity where 


less results in more. It is a means of duplicating the 
original plant exactly, producing a larger plant 
more quickly and giving the illusion of having 
created something out of nothing. 


Multiplication By Division. One way to get 


more plants is to separate or divide a large one into 
several small ones, in separation of large clumps of 
many stems, the plant is taken out of the pot and 
gently pulled or broken apart into the obvious 
parts. Sometimes soaking the plant in a bucket will 
soften the soil and make separation easier. This 
works well with ferns, orchids and papyrus, and 
most •many-stemmed plants that aren't too old. 


With older plants that have tightly interwoven 


root balls or tough roots, root division is more 
satisfactory. A large, mature asparagus fern, for 
example, needs a strong arm, plenty of room and a 
sharp instrument. Root division is supposed to be 
surgery, not butchery. So the instrument should be 
sterile and the cutting neat. After the plant has 
been divided, the excess soil should be removed

from the roots. Each part is potted separately and 
put where it can get intensive care for a couple of 
weeks. 


Addition By Subtraction. Some plants have 


offsets or offshoots that grow at their base. These 
can be removed gently with a sharp knife and 
potted up. Other plants, such as strawberry 
begonias and spider plants, send off runners with 
small plants at the ends. These can be rooted in 
small pots where the plantlet is still attached to the 


parent. Then when the plantlet is well rooted, the 
cord can be cut. 


Other plants, such as ivy and philodendron, 


will produce a plant at almost every leaf joint. This 
procedure is called layering. You lay the stem at- 
tached to the plant across a .pot, pin it down and 
wait until it grows roots. If there's a long stem, you 
can sometimes pin it down three or four times. 


Air layering uses the same principle, except 


the rooting is done up in the ah-, and the rooting 
medium is attached to the stem rather than the 
stem to the soil. This is done by making a cut or 
small notch with a clean, disinfected knife on one 
side of the stem you want to cut off. Keep the cut 
open with a small sliver of wood and wrap the spot 
with sheet sphagnum moss that has been soaked in 
water and then had as much as possible squeezed 
out. Cover the sphagnum with clear plastic and tie 
it tightly above and below. Wait until the roots 
show through the moss, then cut the whole stem off 
just below the new roots. Treat the new roots gent- 
ly when potting. It's often a good idea to keep the 
newly separated plant in an incubator made out of 
a large, clear plastic bag for a week or so until it 
adjusts to life on its own. 


Many plants are capable of reproducing 


themselves from a piece of stem, root or leaf. 
Under favorable conditions they will form new 
buds and reproduce the entire plant. A cutting or a 
piece cut or pinched off a plant can be rooted in a 
windowsill garden or in a well-drained mixture that 
can be kept warm and moist. 


Many indoor plants can be produced from 


stem cuttings: coleus, wandering jew and many 
succulents. A stem cutting is a piece of stem, with 
or without leaves, that has some buds on it. If there 
are a lot of leaves, it's better to remove most of

them or cut them way back so they don't keep on 
working and exhausing the rootless stem. 


A good time to make a cutting is when you're 


pinching a plant back, that is, cutting off long or 
straggly stems or training it by stopping its forward 
growth and diverting it to each side. A plant can be 
pinched with fingers or with a clean knife or razor 
blade. The cut should be made just above a joint. 


To make a root cutting, you spread the cut 


roots on a nice soft bed of soil and then cover them 
with a bit more soil, which should be kept moist. 
Very few house plants are reproduced by root cut- 
ting, although one can do it with dracaena. 


" On the other hand, many leaves can be rooted. 


The leaf can be put in either soil or water in either 
a vertical position or laid flat. A long sanservieria 
leaf can be made into almost any number of two — 
to three-inch chunks and stuck in sand, bottom 
down. African violet leaves root easily and produce 
new plants; rex begonia leaves can be laid on soil, 
cut through the veins, and new plantlets will grow 
from those points. 


Leaves for leaf cuttings have to be strong and 


healthy—you can't get new plants from a dead or 
dying leaf. With crotbns, some succulents and other 
plants it's possible to get a leaf to root but still not 
produce a plant. The leaf cutting has to have a 
piece of stem with it because the new plant comes 
from the tiny bud in the joint where the leaf con- 
nects to the stem. 


Plants can also be produced from seed, and 


although this takes longer, it's the way most new 
plants get their start. To grow seeds, you need 
something to grow them in, something to hold the 
stuff they're growing in and a place to grow 
(generally where it's nice and warm and humid). 
Some seeds germinate sprouts almost overnight, 
and some may take as long as two years. Until the 
seeds germinate, they don't need light, but once 
they've sprouted they should be moved into a light 
they can grow in, and they should never be allowed 
to dry out. 
. 
When the seedlings have their third pair of 


leaves, it's time to separate them and give each a 
small pot if its own. But don't over-pot a young 
plant. Placing it in too large a pot can scare it to 
death trying to live up to your expectations all at 
once. Too large a pot will also keep the roots too 
wet so the plant will rot.

and good air circulation. Use an organic soil, 
but fertilize frequently since fertilizing often 
cuts down on the amount of bloom while 
producing lush leaves. Insufficient light will 
also cut down on the amount of bloom. The 
plant should be cut back to make it busy. Cut 
ends root very easily in water. This plant 
grows quickly. Larger plants may need to be 
staked because the stems are so brittle. 


Sainfpauiia ionanfha 
(African violet) 
Rating: * * 


DESCRIPTION: A stemless plant made up 


of a rosette of dark green, hairy leaves and 
violet flowers. Many varieties exist with 
differently shaped leaves, some variegated 
with white and light yellow. Some have single 
flowers, and some have double flowers. The 
flowers appear in white, blues, purples and 
shades of pink and magenta. 


Requirements: Filtered light and organic 


soil kept evenly moist. It likes cold night 
temperatures and dry air while it is resting, 
but prefers house temperatures and humid air 
while growing. Many varieties can be kept 
growing almost continuously. African violets 
object to cold water, even if it hasn't been put 
on their leaves. If chilled with cold water, they 
take on a deformed and spotted look.

Gynura Auranfiaca 
(Velvet Plant, Purple Passion 
Plant) 
Rating: * * * 


DESCRIPTION: Plant with velvety leaves 


that have purple hair and veins. The flowers 
look like small orange shaving brushes. Once 
seen this plant is easy to remember and 
recognize. 


Requirements: Bright light, even moisture, 


heavy soil, house temperatures and circulating 
air. It tends to get leggy and should be cut back 
regularly. The pieces that are cut off root very 
easily and make welcome gifts. Velvet plant, 
like coleus, tends to look better when young. 


Asparagus sprengeri 
(Asparagus Fern)

Description: A fluffy-looking plant with 


many branching stems covered with bright 
green "needless" (Oadodes). Often has tiny 
white flowers that are followed by red berries. 


Requirements:' Filtered light and evenly 


moist, heavy soil. Prefers a cool night 
temperature and good air circulation. It drops 
its "needles" if the temperature.gets too warm 
or if the plant dries out. The heavy mat of roots 
sometimes causes the water to run off the top, 
so sink the whole pot in water every once in a 
wnile. 


Strelifzia reginae 
(Bird of Paradise)

Description: A large pot plant that looks 


something like a deformed banana or palm 
tree. The flowers are spectacular — they look a 
bit like an orange bird's head with a blue bill. 
The genus was named in honor of George Ill's 
wife Charlotte Sophia of Mecklinburg-Strelitz. 
Had a few things turned out differently, this 
might have become our national flower. 


Requirements: Bright light, drench and let 


dry although this bird drinks a lot of water in 
the summer. Heavy soil with good drainage 
(no brick or hard lumps, please). Good air cir- 
culation and cool night temperatures. It needs 
a lot of room and can endure a good deal of 
neglect, graciously deigning to bloom only 
when good and ready and probably after good, 
attentive care.

PEKING (AP) - Only one 


restaurant serves hot dogs and 
Western movies are shown 
behind embassy walls, but 
foreigners still find living in 
Peking absorbing and in- 
teresting. 


"I loved every moment of it," 


said George Bush, the chief of 
the United States Liaison Office, 
before leaving for Senate 
hearings on his nomination to 
head the Central Intelligence 
Agency in Washington. "I am 
terribly unhappy at leaving," 
added Barbara Bush, his wife. 


Daily Telegraph based here, 
said: "Bored? I have never been 
bored. Lovely, perhaps, at times, 
but never bored." 


Tlie wives of some Americans 


are frustrated by the absence of 
some of the things which made 
life easy in the United States and 
the feeling that they are con- 
stantly under observation.

Pascoe, a Chinese-speaking 
diplomat with the Liaison Of- 
fice.

Peking Hotel demonstrate that 
the Chinese can build gracefully 
if' they want.

Peking's foreign population 


numbers around 10,000 and in- 
cludes ' diplomats, cor- 
respondents 
and

businessmen. They live in what 


they call "foreign ghettoes" — 
the diplomatic areas or the new 
apartment buildings on Changan 
Avenue near the airy Inter- 
national Club. 


As ghettoes go, these are 


special. The apartments are 
large — some with three or four 
bedrooms — and the rooms 
spacious. Cooks and drivers are 
available and the food, if ap- 
proached with respect and un- 
derstanding, unexcelled 
anywhere. 


Dining out is one of the adven- 


tures of Peking, and there is a 
dazzling choice of restaurants, 
some specializing in Peking 
duck, others in salted roast duck 
from Shansi, Mongolian 
barbecue, mouth-tingling 
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Szechuan and other provincial 
dishes. 


For those with more mundane 


tastes there are steaks, pork 
chops or meat loaf at the 
Shincbiao and Peking hotels and 
the International Club.

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Here Come The (Insecure) Judge 


RENO, Nev. (AP) - The im 
age of a stem, learned judge coo- 
ly and confidently dispensing 
even-handed justice may be a 
veil disguising insecurity, 
loneliness and lack of informa­ 
tion. 
According to the dean of the 
National College of the State 
Judiciary, sitting on the bench 
overseeing a crowded calendar 
leaves a junst open to self-doubt. 


“ Having to shoulder the 
responsibility of necessity makes 
it a burden and makes it lonely,” 
says Ernst John Watts, head of 
the school since 1974. 
One of the main functions of 
the school, located on the 
University of Nevada campus 


here, is to combat that loneliness 
by building up a judge s cour­ 
troom confidence and giving him 
a sense of fraternity with other 
judges. 
"Many judges have a sense of 
insecurity about their work 
because there is no real standard 
for how a judge should per­ 
form,” Watts says. "At this 
college, he gets a chance to talk 
to fellow judges doing the same 
kind of work 
“The security gained by the 
eiu'hange here with judges from 
aifover the country, the sense of 
belonging, the taking away of the 
loneliness only reinforces his 
ability to do a much better job. ” 
Watts, a former circuit court 
judge in Wisconsin, says sessions 


at the judicial college might be a 
form of group therapy for the 
nation's jurists. 


“It's conscientious and willing 
adults, sharing an exchange with 
other willing adults,” he said. 
“ In that process, you can t help 
but be questioned and 
challenged not only about what 
you’re doing but why you're 
doing it.” 
The judicial college was 
founded in 1964 following three 
years of study by an American 
Bar Association committee un­ 
der then Supreme Court Justice 
Tom C. Clarke.

Slim Pickens One 
O f Busiest Actors 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - When 
movie producers want a 
stagecoach driven, an outlaw 
plugged or a cast beefed up, they 
more than likely send for Slim 
Pickens, the slowest drawl in the 
West. 
The Pickens lingo sounds 
totally Texas, which is odd for a 
fellow who has spent most of his 
life in California. 
“That’s right — I was born 
and growed up in Kingsburg in 
Fresno County,” says Slim. 
“ Course my dad came from 
Texas and my mother was from 
Missouri, so I came by my drawl 
naturally. I didn’t pay a whole 
lot of attention in English class, 
and when I got on the rodeo cir­ 
cuit, 1 was a goner. 
I never met a rodeo cowboy 
who didn’t sound like he’d just 
fell out of a cotton patch. Even 
ones from upstate New York and 
Brooklyn.” 
Luckily for Slim Pickens, 
nobody ever tried to give him 
elocution lessons. His rough- 
hewn charm makes him one of 
Hollywood’s busiest actors; he 
averages four features and a cou­ 
ple of TV guest appearances a 
year. 
His next film is “ Ramps," 
from those Mulberry Square 
people who gave you “Benji." 
The new one is a comedy about 
the US. Army's attempt to in­ 
troduce camels to patrol the 
great American desert in the last 
century. Pickens feels right at 
home as a camel wrangler. 
“I done it before, 35 years ago 
in Salt Lake City,” he recalled. 
“This here promoter got a bunch 
of camels and staged a race with 
rodeo guys. 1 came in first and 
got $40. more than I made in my 
first picture." 
Slim was still on the rodeo cir­ 
cuit when he made his first 
movie, "Smoky,” with Fred 
MacMurrav in 1945. Slim was 
paid $25 to ride a “ ehute-fightin’ 
son-of-a-gun named Sundown ” 
The action was so sensational 
that it was repeated in the 1966 
remake of “Smoky” with Fess 
Parker.

The decision to slaughter 24 
mules brought complaints from 
the colony’s animal lovers and 
some newspapers. 
One writer said it was 
“criminal to put these healthy 
animals down ... They should 
have been kept, put out to 
pasture and cared for by the 
British army.” 
An army spokesman said this 
was not practicable because 
there was no pasture in Hang 
Kong of the quality to support 
the mules and furthermore, an 
idle mule would rapidly become 
unmanageable " 
He said the army’s experience 
of letting animals pass to "new 
owners” was a sad one. 
He noted that after World War 
I, many thousand array animals 
were sold off in the Middle East 
and ’were later seen in pitiful 
conditions owing to ill-treatment 
by their new owners.” 
A spokesman of the Hong 
Kong Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals said the ar­ 
my ‘s decision to destroy the 
animals was “ reasonable and 
humane.”

— There hav e been sev eral 
threats o f nuclear blackmail in 
the last few y ears in Califo rnia, 
state and federal o fficials say . 
All hav e been ho ax es, 
But they hav e spawned a plan 
with the o mino us title: “ Nuclear 
B l ac k mai l 
E m e r g e n c y 
Respo nse Plan fo r the State o f 
Califo rnia Phase 1: The Threat.” 


It ex ists because so me day the 
threat may be real, and the state 
o r priv ate industry may be 
fo rced to make the decisio n: pay 
o ff o r suffer the destructio n o f a 
nuclear bo mb o r the deadly 
effects o f radiatio n. 
Officials are thinking abo ut a 
seco nd plan: what to do if the 


threat is real. But they said that 
plan hasn’t been drafted y et. 
They decline to o utline the 
threats that hav e been receiv ed, 
o r state ex actly ho w many there 
hav e been and ag ainst who m. 
“ We already hav e had threats. 
This plan wasn’t so mething we 
just decided to do . We felt there 
was a need,” Jack Kearns, 
radio lo g ical and intellig ence o f­ 
ficer fo r the state Office o f 
Emerg ency Serv ices, said. 
Kearns is the chief autho r o f 
the plan that was dev elo ped and 
appro v ed by a co m m ittee 
representing v ario us ag encies. 
It was under rev iew by the 
federal g o v ernment, which has 
its o wn ‘‘Federal Respo nse Plan 
fo r P e ac e t i m e 
Nuc l e ar 


Emerg ency ” to co v er the entire 
rang e o f emerg encies, including 
blackmail. 
The Califo rnia plan was 
released in September to co unty 
sheriffs, po lice chiefs and 
reg io nal fire o fficials. 
“ We spent a lo ng time here in 
the o ffice befo re we decided to 
release it,” Kearns said. “ We 
were fearful it wo uld be a 
cataly st to set so mething o ff. But 
y et, to ho ld it and no t let the 
v ario us ag encies in o n it wo uld 
be a mistake.” 


The plan makes the FBI the 
lead ag ency fo r an inv estig atio n. 
The federal Energ y Research 
and Dev elo pment Administra- 
tio n (ERDA) play s a key ro le in 


determining the v alidity o f a 
threat. 
" Ac t s o f ex to rti o n 
o r 
blackmail inv o lv ing radio activ e 
materials po se a my riad o f co m­ 
plex pro blems and require a 
» co o rdinated respo nse fro m many 
different federal, state and lo cal 
ag encies,” the plan say s. 


It breaks respo nse actio ns into 
two phases: Respo nsibility fo r 
as s e s s i n g 
c r e d i b i l i t y , 
mo nito ring , searching , deac­ 
tiv ating and dispo sing ; and 
ev acuatio n, 
deco ntaminatio n 
and cleaning up if a threat is 
carried o ut. 
“ The pro blems and actio ns 
resulting when a threat has ac­ 
tually been carried o ut will be 


addressed in a separate plan,” it 
said. 
“ Ultimately , there will be a 
Phase II plan,” Kearns said. “ It 
will deal with what we do when 
we do deem a threat credible.” 
Keams said just ho w ERDA 
wo uld check o ut a threat o r co n­ 
duct a search is an “ in-ho use” 
plan. “ We can’t ex pect ERDA to 
tell us ho w they g o abo ut it.” 
“ Califo rnia is in pretty g o o d 
shape to react,” said Dale Co o k, 
ERDA info rmatio n o fficer in 
San Francisco . 
Co o k said that while the 
carry ing o ut o f a threat is po ssi­ 
ble, it is o nly remo tely so 
because o f the techno lo g y 
required, the safeg uards in use 
and the dang er to the hig h risk o f 


radiatio n death to the wo uld-be 
blackmailer. 
“ The blackmailer is o nly as 
g o o d as his pro duct,” Co o k said. 
“ Ev ery thing we’v e ev er had has 
been a ho ax . They read to o much 
fictio n. But as lo ng as peo ple are 
feeding o ff the bo mb scare, peo ­ 
ple are scared. 
"If y o u really wanted to 
blackmail, it wo uld be so much 
easier to g et y o ur hands o n 
material mo re to x ic and easier 
to co ntro l.” 
“ Yo u treat ev ery threat as 
serio us. Yo u do n’t say they are 
cranks at first. So me clo wn will 
co me alo ng and say : Tv e g o t 
this o r that.’ We’v e g o t to be co o l 
and calm, check o ut the sy stem 
and co pe with it.” 


He refers to co mputers which 
can quickly determine whether a 
sig nificant amo unt o f fissio nable 
material is missing , when it was 
taken and fro m where. 
The 
f e d e r al 
Nu c l e ar 
Reg ulato ry Co mmissio n main­ 
tains data, but do es no t rev eal 
whether there has been a sig nifi­ 
cant sho rtag e. That’s because 
die info rmatio n, if there were a 
theft, wo uld be v aluable to 
ex to rtio nists, o fficials say 
Co o k said that wherev er 
nuclear-related wo rk is under 
way , there ex ist search and 
deco ntaminatio n teams, perso ns 
familiar with the handling o f 
radio activ e substances Medical 
teams « do cto rs specializing in 
radio lo g y ) co uld be mo bUiaed 


Key elements are the fo rms 
used when a threat is receiv ed 
by telepho ne. The caller is asked 
certain questio ns that, pieced 
to g ether, g o a lo ng way to ward 
determining v alidity . 
“ Yo u plan o n peo ple’s ig ­ 
no rance,” Co o k said o n whether 
a caller wo uld supply answers to 
the questio ns. 
The state plan lists six ty pes o f 
threats, including deto natio n o f 
an “ impro v ised nuclear dev ice” 
o r a weapo n sto len fro m the 
military .

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SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— There have been several 
threats of nuclear blackmail in 
the last few years in California, 
state and federal officials say. 
All have been hoaxes. 


But they have spawned a plan 


with the ominous title: "Nuclear 
Blackmail 
Emergency 


Response Plan for the State of 
California Phase 1: The Threat." 


It exists because some day the 


threat may be real, and me state 
or private industry may be 
forced to make the decision: pay 
off or suffer the destruction of a 
nuclear bomb or the deadly 
effects of radiation. 


Officials are thinking about a 


second plan- what to do if the 
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To Deal With Threats Of Nuclear Blackmail 


threat is" real. But they said that 
plan hasn't been drafted yet. 


They decline to outline the 


threats that have been received, 
or state exactly how many there 
have been and against whom. 


"We already have had threats. 


This plan wasn't something we 
just decided to do. We felt there 
was a need," Jack Kearns, 
radiological and intelligence of- 
ficer for the state Office of 
Emergency Services, said. 


Kearns is the chief author of 


the plan that was developed and 
approved by a committee 
representing various agencies. 


It was under review by the 


federal government, which has 
its own "Federal Response Plan 
for Peacetime Nuclear 


Emergency" to cover the entire 
range of emergencies, including 
blackmail. 


The California plan was 


released in September to county 
sheriffs, police chiefs and 
regional fire officials. 


"We spent a long time here in 


the office before we decided to 
release it," Kearns said. "We 
were fearful it would be a 
catalyst to set something off. But 
yet, to hold it and not let the 
various agencies in on it would 
be a mistake." 


The plan makes the FBI the 


lead agency for an investigation. 
The federal Energy Research 
and Development Administra- 
tion (ERDA) plays a key role in 


determining the validity of a 
threat. 


"Acts of extortion or 


blackmail involving radioactive 
materials pose a myriad of com- 
plex problems and require a 


> coordinated response from many 
different federal, state and local 
agencies," the plan says. 


It breaks response actions into 


two phases: Responsibility for 
assessing 
credibility, 


monitoring, searching, deac- 
tivating and disposing; and 
evacuation, 
decontamination 


and cleaning up if a threat is 
carried out. 


"The problems and actions 


resulting when a threat has ac- 
tually been carried out will be 


addressed in a separate plan," it 
said. 


"Ultimately, there will be a 


Phase II plan," Kearns said. "It 
will deal with what we do when 
we do deem a threat credible." 


Kearns said just how ERDA 


would check cut a threat or con- 
duct a search is an "in-house" 
plan. "We can't expect ERDA to 
tell us how they go about it." 


"California is in pretty good 


shape to react," said Date Cook, 
ERDA information officer in 
San Francisco. 


Cook said that while the 


carrying out of a threat is possi- 
ble, it is only remotely so 
because of the technology 
required, the safeguards in use 
and the danger to the high risk of 


radiation death to the would-be 
blackmailer. 


"The blackmailer is only as 


good as his product," Cook said. 
"Everything we've ever had has 
been a hoax. They read too much 
fiction. But as long as people are 
feeding off the bomb scare, peo- 
ple are scared. 


"If you really wanted to 


blackmail, it would be so much 
easier to get your hands on 
material more toxic and easier 
to control." 


"You treat every threat as 


serious. You don't say they are 
cranks at first. Some clown will 
come along and say: Tve got 
this or that.' We've got to be cool 
and calm, check out the system 
and cope with it." 


He refers to computers which 


can quickly determine whether a 
significant amount of fissionable 
material is missing, when it was 
taken and from where. 


The 
federal 
Nuclear 


Regulatory Commission main- 
tains data, but does not reveal 
whether there has been a signifi- 
cant shortage. That's because 
the information, if there were a 
theft, would be valuable to 
extortionists, officials say. 


Cook said that wherever 


nuclear-related work is under 
way, there exist search and 
decontamination teams, persons 
familiar with the handling of 
radioactive substances. Medical 
teams (doctors specializing in 
radiology) could be mobilized. 


Key elements are the forms 


used when a threat is received 
by telephone. The caller is asked 
certain questions that, pieced 
together, go a long way toward 
determining validity. 


"You plan on people's ig- 


norance," Cook said on whether 
a caller would supply answers to 
the questions. 


The state plan lists six types of 


threats, including detonation of 
an "improvised nuclear device" 
or a weapon stolen from the 
military.

Volunteers Helping Out Santa

Volunteers who take Santa seriously have con­ 
vinced Mary Ann DePrenger and her co-workers that 
Mr. Scrooge will stay trapped between the storybook 
covers this Christmas. 
“ My office is stacked to the brim” by almost 1,000 
gifts for children ages 3 to 8, said Mrs. DePrenger, 
happily inundated by the Christmas spirit. 
St. Nick’s helpers are brightening the Yuletide for 
120 children in the Head Start program, 40 in home- 
based programs, and — as far as the gifts will stretch 
— for about 1,400 youngsters enrolled in Follow 
Through. 
Mrs. DePrenger, volunteer coordinator of the Lin­ 
coln Public Schools federal programs for low-income 
children, said, “ The community volunteer support has 
just been overwhelming!” 
Contributions and gifts have been arriving from 
individuals and at least 50 Lincoln organizations and 
churches. 
There's Mrs. Minnie Schaer of 1221 D. Mrs. 
DePrenger said she’s rn her late 80s and “ recovering 
from an operation, but she’s still turning out about 10 
pairs (of mittens) a week.” 
Mrs. William Heyden of Lawrence, Kan., sent via 
a relative 100 pairs of hand-sewn mittens, Mrs. 
DePrenger said. Mrs. Howard Smith of 2842 N. 54th, 
“ a constant contributor,” made 10 pants suits for little 
girls. 
And Natalie Cowperthwait, 241 S. 28th, begins 
babysitting at 6 a.m. but gets up at 4:30 to get an early 


start crocheting. “ She has given us at least 30 scarves 
and hats during the year” to be distributed as Christ­ 
mas gifts, Mrs. DePrenger said. 


That kind of dedication and the wide local 
response came partly from a Lincoln Volunteer 
Bureau ad, she said, in fact, one bureau worker “ gave 
up her Barbie Doll collection that she’d collected over 
the years. That was a real gift of love." 


Lincoln groups helping those North Pole elves 
have members numbering “ well into the thousands,” 
she said. 


Dozens of food baskets, toys and 30 Christmas 
stockings were made possible by the First Baptist 
Church. Church Women United, Boy Scouts, Girl 
Scouts, TOPS (Take Off Pounds Sensibly) and the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln Student' Volunteer 
Bureau also contributed. 
Mrs. DePrenger said Eastmont retirement home 
has been one of our main contributors.” Many con­ 
fined residents are furnished yarn, for example, for 
projects that “ keep them going.” 


But those Eastmonters don’t go slowly. In their 
fifth year working for Head Start, they donated 30 
hand-made pillows and another 100 head and neck 
scarves The home's Head Start Committee has male 
members, she noted. 
“ People in the infirmary there made 40 yarn 
balls,” she said, explaining that helps the oldsters' 
arthritis and the kids can use them in gym activities to 
work on coordination without fear of breaking 
anything. 


The Eastmont Santas also collected 50 more 
Christmas gifts for the children to take home. 
“ Tabitha Village runs a close second” to East- 
mont’s holiday spirit, even though the Tabitha 
residents “are a younger bunch,” Mrs. DePrenger 
smiled, pointing at dozens of crocheted mittens. 
“ One lady makes dresses by hand for 4-year-old 
girls, and slacks for boys.” Another Tabitha lady has 
made, by herself, two quilts for double beds 
Two Campfire Girls troops collected 40 dolls, 
refurbished and reoutfitted them where necessary', 
and another troop made 20 yarn balls. 
The 35-member First Mennonite Church “ came 
up with 150 gifts,” said an astonished Mrs. DePrenger. 
“ The Bennet Community Church brought in over 50 
gifts.” 
For learning disabled children, the United 
Commercial Travelers bought numerous items, such 
as educational games, needed in the special education 
programs, she said. 
Business Women’s Clubs contributed 40 new 
storybooks for the children to take home, and East 
Lincoln Christian Church decorated its mitten tree 
with 40 pairs. 
The Lincoln Community Playhouse donated about 
40 tickets for the children to attend movies during the 
holidays. Local merchants kept up their year long 
pace, donating a variety of items ranging from food 
and clothing to blankets and small appliances. 
If it took three apparitions to turn around 
Scrooge’s bah-humbug, those spirits of Christmas 
must have come from Lincoln.

Walworth, west of Sargent on 
the Middle Loup River, was a 
lively place in the early 1900’s. It 
had two stores, a flou< mill, a 
blacksmith shop, millinery and 
six sod houses. 
My father, Rendall Sargent, 
built the first store in Walworth. 
He and his five brothers came 
from Iowa in 1883 and took 
homesteads in Sargent Valley 
north of Broken Bow. 
My father and brother Riley 
helped build the first bridge 
across the river at Walworth 
They also made and sold 
breaking-plows. They used small 
iron rods for the plow' lays and 
named 
them . 
“ The 
Grasshopper.” My father made 
wells, the first ones dug by hand. 


He put down the first hydraulic 
well in Custer County on the 
Joseph Chrisman claim north of 
Broken Bow and the first well in 
the Broken Bow cemetery. 


An invention of his and my 
Uncle Riley's was a merry-go- 
round with eight double seats 
and covered by a muslin top. It 
was propelled by a horse or mule 
who seemed to take this circling 
in stride. It was taken apart, 
loaded on his well derrick and 
taken to New Helena, Round 
^ Valley or West Union for picnics. 
How we enjoyed the flood of 
nickels that always followed 
these Fourth of Julys. 


My father's general store 
faced the east. In the downstairs 
were the Post Office and all 
store equipment and goods. At 
the rear were two large rooms in 
which we lived. In the large up­ 
stairs room top buggies and 
carriages were stored. He also 
sold the Acme line of machinery'. 


My father introduced the De 
Laval cream separator here and 
established three cream routes 


in the area around Walworth. 
My two brothers, aged 10 and 12, 
operated one 15-mile cream 
route with a covered spring 
wagon, a team of mules, and a 
gun (for sport). The people on 
the route would phone in their 
orders and the boys would 
deliver and then pick up the 
customer's produce: eggs, 
cream, poultry or hides. 
One night howling coyotes 
followed them because they had 
a crate of squawking geese. They 
used the gun to annoy the 
prowlers. The mules never 
hurried and the boys often 
returned after dark with the gun 
propped up between them - 
both sound asleep. 
This cream route didn't take 
all my brothers’ time. In 
between trips, they swam in the 
river and mill-race pond and 
learned to dive. They loved 
fishing and sometimes caught 
catfish as long as a wash boiler. 
We skated on the river in winter 
and hitched our sleds to any 
buggy or wagon leaving town to 
get a free ride. 


My father added a large room 
on the north side of the store. In 
one corner of it he made a 
refrigerator, using for cooling, 
large blocks of ice which the 
men cut and stored in ice-houses 
during the winter. In this large 
room, community programs and 
gatherings were held. We saw 
our first movie here when a 
traveling showman 
came 
through with his magic-lantern. 
Our first school was north of 
Walworth, then in the Walker 
house at Walworth. We attended 
Sunday school and church in the 
schoolhouse and later in the up­ 
stairs of the Foerst store, which 
was built two years after ours. 
Later the community went 
together and built the Walworth 
Methodist Church. I was a 
member of this church for over 
50 years. I felt keenly its loss 
when it was sold and dis­ 
mantled. 
My father hauled the produce 
to Sargent and brought back 
fresh supplies. The faithful 
mules, Jack and Jenny, did all 
this hard work

There is no royal road to good 


bridge. In many deals one has to 
sweat and strain to achieve the 
best result, and anyone who 
thinks otherwise is sure to 
suffer painful disappointment 
from time to time. 
For example, if declarer in 
this deal foUows the lazy man’s 
route of placing all his hopes on 
the black-suit finesses, he winds 
up going down one. True, he has 
a 3 to 1 chance of making the 
slam by finessing, but he has 
another method of play that 
offers a better chance. 
So uth sho uld win the heart 
lead m dummy, cash the A-K o f 
diamonds, 
discarding 
two 
spades, and ruff a diamond with 
the ten of clubs. Now, having 
discovered that the diamonds 
are divided 4-3, he is practically 
certain to make the slam. 
His next pla y should be the 
three of clubs! This unusual 
play ensures the extra entry to 
dummy he requires to establish 


dummy’s diamonds. 
I/et’s say West goes up with 
the queen of clubs and returns 
the ten of hearts. Declarer wins 
with the queen, plays the seven 
of trumps to the nine, and ruffs 
a diamond with the jack. 


After drawing 
West’s last 
trump, he enters dummy with a 
heart, discards the queen of 
spades on the nine of diamonds, 
and so chalks up a vulnerable 
slam. 
I he sug g ested line o f pla y 
is

than rely ing o n Ea st to ha v e the 
queen of clubs o r king o f spa des 
and finessing against either or 
both of them.

"My office is stacked to the brim" by almost 1,000 


gifts for children ages 3 to 8, said Mrs. DePrenger, 
happily inundated by the Christmas spirit. 


St. Nick's helpers are brightening the Yuletide for 


120 children in the Head Start program, 40 in home- 
based programs, and — as far as the gifts will stretch 
— for about 1,400 youngsters enrolled in Follow 
Through. 


Mrs. DePrenger, volunteer coordinator of the Lin- 


coln Public Schools federal programs for low-income 
children, said, "The community volunteer support has 
just been overwhelming!" 


Contributions and gifts have been arriving from 


individuals and at least 50 Lincoln organizations and 
churches. 


There's Mrs. Minnie Schaer of 1221 D. Mrs. 


DePrenger said she's in her late 80s and "recovering 
from an operation, but she's still turning out about 10 
pairs (of mittens) a week." 


Mrs. William Heyden of Lawrence, Kan., sent via 


a relative 100 pairs of hand-sewn mittens, Mrs. 
DePrenger said. Mrs. Howard Smith of 2842 N. 54th, 
"a constant contributor," made 10 pants suits for little 
girls. 


And Natalie Cowperthwait, 241 S. 28th, begins 


babysitting at 6 a.m. but gets up at4:30 to get an early 


start crocheting. "She has given us at least 30 scarves 
and hats during the year" to be distributed as Christ- 
mas gifts, Mrs. DePrenger said. 


That kind of dedication and the wide local 


response came partly from a Lincoln Volunteer 
Bureau ad, she said. In fact, one bureau worker "gave 
up her Barbie Doll collection that she'd collected over 
the years. That was a real gift of love." 


Lincoln groups helping those North Pole elves 


have members numbering "well into the thousands " 
she said. 


Dozens of food baskets, toys and 30 Christmas 


stockings v/ere made possible by the First Baptist 
Church. Church Women United, Boy Scouts Girl 
Scouts, TOPS (Take Off Pounds Sensibly) and the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln Student" Volunteer

Commercial Travelers bought numerous items, such 
as educational games, needed in the special education 
programs, she said.

storybooks for the children to take home, and East 
Lincoln Christian Church decorated its mitten tree 
with 40 pairs. 


The Lincoln Community Playhouse donated about 


40 tickets for the children to attend movies during the 
holidays. Local merchants kept up their year-long 
pace, donating a variety of items ranging from food 
and clothing to blankets and small appliances.

Walworth, west of Sargent on 


the Middle Loup River, was a 
lively place in the early 1900's. It 
had two stores, a floui mill, a 
blacksmith shop, milliner}' and 
six sod houses. 


My father, Kendall Sargent, 


built the first store in Walworth. 
He and his five brothers came 
from Iowa in 1883 and took 
homesteads in Sargent Valley 
north of Broken Bow. 


My father and brother Riley. 


helped build the first bridge 
across the river at Walworth. 
They also made and sold 
breaking-plows. They used small 
iron rods for the plow lays and 
named 
them, 
"The 


Grasshopper." My father made 
wells, the first ones dug by hand. 


He put down the first hydraub'c 
well in Custer County on the 
Joseph Chrisman claim north of 
Broken Bow and the first well in 
the Broken Bow cemetery. 


An invention of his and my 


Uncle Riley's was a merry-go- 
round with eight double seats 
and covered by a muslin top. It- 
was propelled by a horse or mule 
who seemed to take this circling 
in stride. It was taken apart, 
loaded on his well derrick and 
taken to New Helena, Round 


> Valley or West Union for picnics. 


How we enjoyed the flood of 
nickels that always followed 
these Fourth of Julys. 


My father's general store 


faced the east. In the downstairs 
were the Post Office and all 
store equipment and goods. At 
the rear were two large rooms in 
which we lived. In the large up- 
stairs room top buggies and 
carriages were stored. He also 
sold the Acme line of machinery. 


My father introduced the De 


Laval cream separator here and 
established three cream routes 


in the area around Walworth. 
My two brothers, aged 10 and 12, 
operated one 15-mile cream 
route with a covered spring 
wagon, a team of mules, arid a 
gun (for sport). The people on 
the route would phone in their 
orders and the boys would 
deliver and then pick up the 
customer's produce: eggs, 
cream, poultry or hides. 


One night howling coyotes 


followed them because they had 
a crate of squawking geese. They 
used the gun to annoy the 
prowlers. The mules never 
hurried and the boys often 
returned after dark with the gun 
propped up between them — 
both sound asleep. 


This cream route didn't take 


all my brothers' time. In 
between trips, they swam in the 
river and mill-race pond and 
learned to dive. They loved 
fishing and sometimes caught 
catfish as long as a wash boiler. 
We skated on the river in winter 
and hitched our sleds to any 
buggy or wagon leaving town to 
get a free ride. 


My father added a large room 


on the north side of, the store. In 
one corner of it he made a 
refrigerator, using for cooling, 
large blocks of ice which the 
men cut and stored in ice-houses 
during the winter. In this large 
room, community programs and 
gatherings were held. We saw 
our first movie here when a 
traveling showman 
came 


through with his magic-lantern. 


Our first school was north of 


Walworth. then in the Walker 
house at Walworth. We attended 
Sunday school and church in the 
schoolhouse and later in the up- 
stairs of the Foerst store, which 
was built two years after ours. 
Later the ccmmunity went 
together and built the Walworth 
Methodist Church. I was a 
member of this church for over 
50 years. I felt keenly its loss 
when it was sold and dis- 
mantled. 


My father hauled the produce 


to Sargent and brought back 
fresh supplies. Tire faithful 
mules, Jack and Jenny, did all 
this hard work. 


The blacksmith shop, operated 


by Ed Powers, was a busy and 
necessary part of town. He 
would help my brothers and 
other boys with 'any new ideas 
they might have. 


Mail was carried by team and 


buggy from Anselmo and 
Sargent to Walworth, where the 
carriers met, ate lunch and 
exchanged mail. These were 
cold, hard drives in winter and 
necessitated heavy horsehide 
coats and laprobes with charcoal 
foot-warmers. 


Children were happy there.

lead in dummy, cash the A-K of 
diamonds,

spades, and ruff a diamond with 
the ten of clubs. Now, having 
discovered that the diamonds 
are divided 4-3, he is practically 
certain to make the slam. 


His next play should be the 


three of clubs! This unusual 
play ensures the extra entry to 
dummy he requires to establish 


dummy's diamonds. 


Let's say West goes up with 


the queen of clubs and returns 
the ten of hearts. Declarer wins 
with the queen, plays the seven 
of trumps to the nine, and ruffs 
a diamond with the jack. 


After drawing West's last 


trump, he enters dummy with a 
heart, discards the queen of 
spades on the nine of diamonds, 
and so chalks up a vulnerable 
slam. 


The suggested line of play is

PREPARATION INC. - lets students 
know what Julie Jantzi's classroom is all 
about. 


It also helps explain the philosophy that 


made the Milford Junior High School 
educator Nebraska Teacher of the Year. 


Mrs. Jantzi uses the Seward County com- 


munity as a huge laboratory to help ready 
her students to meet the challenges of 
adult life. 


"I hate for class projects to end up in the 


wastebasket," she says. 


So she asks her ninth-grade civics 


students to take a look at the community 
before deciding on a class project. 


Street Beautification 


The results have included a comprehen- 


sive plan for the beautification and 
revitalization of main street and ideas for a 
memorial to two local servicemen. 


The assignment is only half done when 


the students draft their plans. They then 
take their ideas to the city council or other 
civic groups to try to put them into action. 


"What that does for students is 


amazing," she said. "It's high time com- 
munities take responsibility for the 
students and recognize their work." 


She praised community response in 


Milford and the help of other members of 
the school system. 


Projects Major Factor 


Max Dreier, who headed the State 


Education Department committee that 
picked Mrs. Jantzi, said the class communi- 


ty projects were a major factor in her selec- 
tion. 


"Her activities in social studies, especial- 


ly involving students in the community, 
seemed very impressive," he said. 


Mrs. Jantzi believes it is important for 


teachers to be aware of the news media in 
getting the message of education to the 
public. 


"We have to get it (information) out," 


she said. "It is important for the communi- 
ty to see the things that are happening at 
school that are positive." 


There has been a "drastic change" in 


Mrs. Jantzi's teaching methods in recent 
years. 


Not As Strict Now 


"My whole ideology has changed in the 


last year and 'a half — even though I've 
always been a little nonconventional," she 
said. "A general classroom of strictness 
doesn't seem as important. It now seems to 
me more important to help kids function in 
society." 


Whenever possible, Mrs. Jantzi calls 


class meetings to iron out problems of 
noise and discipline in the classroom — but 
she recognizes a need for limits. 


"There's still that strain of control. I 


don't feel that I've lost that," she said. 
"The students are functioning freely, yet 
they know their restraints." 


Go Extra Step 


She follows the school system's 


curriculum guidelines, but strives to teach 
more than what is demanded. 


"Society is getting so complex it's getting 


tough to find your way in life, and a bunch 
of memorized facts won't help you do that. 


"Now with so much information 


available it's important to teach students 
where to go to find the facts and how to use 
them," she said. 


Mrs. 
Jantzi, who hopes to eventually 


become a school counselor, believes it is 
her responsibility to involve parents in 
their children's education. 


As seventh-grade class sponsor, she 


helped organize a class Christmas party, in- 
cluding parents, that was held at a down- 
town meeting room. 


Mrs. Jantzi said some school systems 


have banned such activities because of 
problems associated with them. 


Problems Ironed Out 


"We had some problems, but we ironed 


them out in class meetings. You can see 
how excited the class is about the party," 
she said. 


When she began teaching, Mrs. Jantzi 


said, any dealing with student values was 
taboo. But she sees the rising crime rate 
and the fact most criminals attended public 
schools as a reason to break that barrier. 


"I don't feel we should teach values per 


se," she said. "But I feel you should experi- 
ment with all situations to help kids to test 
out what their values are. 


"We're not saying that we're right or 


wrong or that they're right or wrong, only 
that they need to think about them," she 
said. 


Parents Are Involved 


She cautioned that a teacher "must be 


sensitive to the community" in dealing 
with values, and said the reason she is able 
to do it is because the parents are involved.

PROUD DISCOUNT 
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State Senators Warn SeTech 
By DICK HOLMAN

The Southeast Nebraska 
Technical Community College 
(SeTech) area president said 
Tuesday state senators have in- 
dicated any “drastic change” 
now in the existing multi­ 
campus arrangement “ might 
create drastic problems that 
would be difficult to resolve.” 
Dr Robert S. Eicher told the 
SeTech Board that lawmakers 
are concerned about “some con­ 
tinuation of programs at the 
Fairbury campus.” 
^ 
The board voted this fall to 
close down Fairbury if SeTech 
were to acquire defunct 
Pershing College in Beatrice. 
That apparently will hinge on ap­ 
proval by the Legislature and 
governor. 
“We re walking a pretty fine 
line,” said Gary Carstens of 
Beatrice. Chairman of the 
facilities committee which 
proposed the Pershing acquisi­ 
tion, Carstens noted, “Were 
also being told (by legislators) to 
provide services to people in out­ 
lying areas." 
‘Everything Necessary ’ 
Although a new 15-county 
community service program is 
being developed, Eicher said 
SeTech officials will “ do 
everything we feel is necessary" 
to comply with legislative 
perceptions of learning needs in 
the college area 
Carstens too cited lawmakers’ 
comments that “ making a 
drastic move or drastic change 
would jeopardize the area con­ 


cept” to operate the six 
technical community college 
regions. 
Carstens reminded board 
members that Milligan Sen. 
Richard Maresh has suggested 
removing Lancaster County 
from the SeTech area and es­ 
tablishing it and the Lincoln 
campus as a separate operation. 
Outside County 
Eicher, however, noted that 
one in four Lincoln campus 
students’ homes is outside Lan­ 
caster County, the result of 
significant increases in the past 
two years. 
Yet “ we’ve taken some 
criticism," Eicher said, referring 
to the Pershing-Fairbury con­ 
troversy, and Lincoln campus 
building needs. 
Eicher said Sen. Frank Lewis 
of Bellevue, chairman of the 
Legislature’s Education Com­ 
mittee, “wants to know which 
way we’re going as a community 
college." 
And the SeTech president 
predicted, “Something’s going to 
happen pretty early m the (1976) 
legislative) session” regarding 
the college areas’ local gover­ 
nance. 
To "figure out what’s going to 
be good for the overall area,” as 
Chairman Robert Wekesser of 
Lincoln said, the board agreed to 
meet at 4 p.m. Jan. 6 at a loca­ 
tion to be announced later. 
Eicher said lawmakers want 
information with specific evalua­ 
tion and program recommen­ 
dations “ with dollar signs at­ 
tached to them.” He said 


senators acknowledge there’s a 
need for SeTech programs in 
Beatrice, and perhaps in Peru, 
although discussion on the latter 
has been tentative. 


Rise Above Feelings 
“Everybody’s going to have to 
put their feeling3 in their 
pocket,” Wekesser said, to “do 
what has to be done ” If that’s 
accomplished, he said, there’ll 
be “ no problems with the 
Legislature.” 
Eicher declared his own con­ 
cern that all the controversial 
SeTech 
issues 
have 
overshadowed “so many positive 
things happening in our (college) 
area.” 
Citing broad course offerings, 
job placement, solid financing, 
adult education and community 
service, Eicher said, “I don’t 
think we need to apologize for 
the things that we do.” 
Chairman Wekesser said the 
board must “deal with com­ 
promise,” which will be a “slow 
process” in gaining public accep­ 
tance. 
Evaluation Wanted 
The board voted unanimously 
to prepare a SeTech-wide ad- 
ministrative evaluation 
program, including specific 
methods, with a first report due 
in January. The action came 
after a preliminary report on a 
Lincoln campus space analysis 
that was begun last month, 
targeted for March completion. 
Since the building needs study 
doesn’t address what programs 
are or aren't needed, board

members decided the compa­ 
nion evaluation could affect 
future space requirements by 
eliminating outdated or 
duplicate courses, and im­ 
proving others. 
In other action, the board 
voted 7-2 authorizing payment of 
$2,779.43 or 20% of the Nebraska 
Association of Community 
Colleges Trustees (NAACT) 
1975-76 budget. Wekesser and 
Kathy Brauer of Linclln voted 
no. 
The payment is conditioned 
upon identical actions by the 
other five community college 
area governing boards to support 
the private, nonprofit lobbying 
and coordinating association. 
Half of the NACCT fiscal 
budget ending June 30 is to be 
funded by each college area, at 
$1,125 each. The balance for 
SeTech, $1,654.43, is a percen­ 
tage based on comparative 
enrollment. 
Deficit Expected 
Earlier in the meeting, Eicher 
had told board members he 
expects a $140,000 operations 
deficit from March through 
June, as tax collections lag 
behind expenses. The March 
deficit might be offset by federal 
fund revenues. 
Lincoln campus Director 
David Buettner reported the 
new Child Care Center at 3101 C 
has a student training waiting 
list, but expenses are exceeding 
income since it will take time for 
the number of youngsters served 
to reach capacity. 
The board directed Eicher to 
investigate setting up similar 
centers in small communities 
throughout the SeTech area. 


2 Airplanes 
Chartered 
By NU Band 


The University of Nebraska-Lincoln has 
chartered two airplanes to carry the school’s 
marching band to the Fiesta Bowl in Tempe, 
Ariz., eliminating earlier plans to make the trip 
by bus. 
Richard Bennett, university purchasing 
agent, said the two planes were chartered on 
short notice from North Central and Delta 
Airlines. 
The round-tip cost will be $35,000, he said, in­ 
stead of about $45,000 as planned for the bus trip, 


which would have required additional lodging 
and meals. 


The band will leave Lincoln Dec. 22 and return 
following the game between Nebraska and 
Arizona State Dec. 26.

A plan for redistribution of 
property taxes paid to the Mid- 
State Reclamation District after 
Dec. 31 has been branded illegal 
by the State Justice Department. 
Property taxpayers in the 
tiiree-county district, which was 
abolished by voters in 
November, will have to pay 
taxes probably through 
February, Attv. Gen. Paul 
Douglas said in an opinion 
Tuesday. 
Any surplus left over after the 
district’s bills are paid will be 
distributed among the school 
districts in Hall, Buffalo and 
Memck Counties in proportion 
to each school district’s acreage 
within the Mid-State area. 
In an opinion written by Asst. 
Atty. Gen, Ralph Gillan, the 
Justice Department said a plan 
offered by Mid-State Director 
Don Shnner to collect taxes until 
Dec. 31 and return taxes 
collected after that for 
redistribution to taxpayers is il­ 
legal. 
“This procedure is entirely un­ 
authorized,” Gillan wrote. “All 
of the taxes levied must be 
collected and handled in the 
same way. There can be no 
different treatment of the 
taxpayers which is dependent 
upon the time when taxes are 
paid. 
“There is no statutory basis 
for any refunds to the 
taxpayers,” Gillan said. 
The district had a 0.93 mill 
levy for 1975; that raised ap­ 
proximately $132.000 in Hall 
County, one of the three coun­ 
ties comprising Mid-State. 
The district was formed to aid 


in the construction and opera­ 
tion of a massive irrigation 
project for more than 140,000 
acres of farmland. 
In addition, the Justice 
Department said Mid-State did 
not die with the certification of 
the election results. Gillan said 
ths district remains in existence 
until an audit of the district is 
submitted to the State Depart­ 
ment of Water Resources and 
the assets liquidated. 
“ We have contacted the direc­ 
tor of the Department of Water 
Resources, and he informs us 
that the audit of Mid-State 
Reclamation District is not 
expected to be completed until 
about February, 1976, so that it 
will not be dissolved until about 
April of that year,” Gillan said. 
“It is clear, of course, that the 
levy for taxes made pnor to the 
election was valid,” he said. 
Since the district will still be in 
existence when the taxes are 
due, the property taxes will have 
to be paid. 
The opinion was requested by 
Memck County Atty. Steven M. 
Curry.

Catholic Schools Stop Registration 
OMAHA (AP) - A tem­ 
porary freeze on student regis­ 
tration, staff and program ex­ 
pansion is in effect in Omaha’s 
Catholic schools, as officials 
work up plans to insure that 
public school parents don’t use 
the parochial schools to avoid in­ 
tegration. 
Archdiocesan Supt. Thomas F. 
O’Brien said the freeze would 
continue until guidlines are 
drawn up, probably within two 
months. 
Father O’Brien said a priest 
told him Tuesday morning that 
he had two calls from white 


parents asking about registra­ 
tion for their 2nd graders 
next fall. 
The Omaha Board of Educa­ 
tion Monday night approved its 
integration plan, part of which 
calls for the reassignment of 
white 2nd graders. 
The deepest reason for mak­ 
ing our positions is that we don’t 
want our schools in any way to 
impede or upset the im­ 
plementation of the court-or­ 
dered plan,” Father O'Brien 
said.

Father O'Brien said he thinks 
the 1973 statement did dis­ 
courage persons from seeking 
enrollment in Catholic schools to 
avoid integration. 
Archbishop Sheehan told the 
priests that any program or staff 
expansion or classroom ad­ 
ditions won’t be permitted 
without the explicit permission 
of the Catholic School Office. 
He said no children are to be 
registered now. Registration 
procedures will be announced to 
all the Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools within Omaha 
Public School District at a later 
date.

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State Senators

The Southeast Nebraska 


Technical Community College 
(SeTech) area president said 
Tuesday state senators have in- 
dicated any "drastic change" 
now in the existing multi- 
campus arrangement "might 
create drastic problems that 
would be difficult to resolve." 


Dr. Robert S. Eicher told the 


SeTech Board that lawmakers 
are concerned about "some con- 
tinuation of programs at the 
Fairbury campus." 
^ 


The board voted this fall to 


close down Fairbury if SeTech 
were to acquire defunct 
Pershing College in Beatrice. 
That apparently will hinge on ap- 
proval by the Legislature and 
governor. 


"We're walking a pretty fine 


line," said Gary Carstens of 
Beatrice. Chairman of the 
facilities committee which 
proposed the Pershing acquisi- 
tion, Carstens noted, "We're 
also being told (by legislators) to 
provide services to people in out- 
lying areas." 


'Everything Necessary' 


Although a new 15-county 


community service program is 
being developed, Eicher said 
SeTech officials will "do 
everything we feel is necessary" 
to comply with legislative 
perceptions of learning needs hi 
the college area. 


Carstens too cited lawmakers' 


comments that "making a 
drastic move or drastic change 
would jeopardize the area con- 


cept" to operate the six 
technical community college 
regions. 


Carstens reminded board 


members that Milligan Sen. 
Richard Maresh has suggested 
removing Lancaster County 
from the SeTech area and es- 
tablishing it and the Lincoln 
campus as a separate operation. 


Outside County 


Eicher, however, noted that 


one in four Lincoln campus 
students' homes is outside Lan- 
caster County, the result of 
significant increases in the past 
two years. 


Yet "we've taken some 


criticism," Eicher said, referring 
to the Pershing-Fairbury con- 
troversy, and Lincoln campus 
building needs. 


Eicher said Sen. Frank Lewis 


of Bellevue, chairman of the 
Legislature's Education Com- 
mittee, "wants to know which 
way we're going as a community 
college."' 


And the SeTech president 


predicted, "Something's going to 
happen pretty early m the (1976) 
legislative) session" regarding 
the college areas' local gover- 
nance. 


To "figure out what's going to 


be good for the overall area," as 
Chairman Robert Wekesser of 
Lincoln said, the board agreed to 
meet at 4 p.m. Jan. 6 at a loca- 
tion to be announced later. 


Eicher said lawmakers want 


information with specific evalua- 
tion and program recommen- 
dations "with dollar signs at- 
tached to them." He said 


senators acknowledge there's a 
need for SeTech programs in 
Beatrice, and perhaps in Peru, 
although discussion on the latter 
has been tentative. 


RJEC Above Feelings 


"Everybody's going to have to 


put their feelings in their 
pocket," Wekesser said, to "do 
what has to be done." If that's 
accomplished, he said, there'll 
be "no problems with the 
Legislature." 


Eicher declared his own con- 


cern that all the controversial 
SeTech 
issues 
have 


overshadowed "so many positive 
things happening in our (college) 
area." 


Citing broad course offerings, 


job placement, solid financing, 
adult education and community 
service, Eicher said, "I don't 
think we need to apologize for 
the things that we do." 


Chairman Wekesser said the 


board must "deal with com- 
promise," which will be a "slow 
process" in gaining public accep- 
tance. 


Evaluation Wanted 


The board voted unanimously 


to prepare a SeTech-wide ad- 
ministrative 
evaluation 


program, including specific 
methods, with a first report due 
in January. The action came 
after a preliminary report on a 
Lincoln campus space analysis 
that was begun last month, 
targeted for March completion. 


Since the building needs study 


doesn't address what programs 
are or aren't needed, board 


members decided the compa- 
nion evaluation could affect 
future space requirements by 
eliminating outdated or 
duplicate courses, and im- 
proving others. 


In other action, the board 


voted 7-2 authorizing payment of 
$2,779.43 or 20% of the Nebraska 
Association of Community 
Colleges Trustees (NAACT) 
1975-76 budget. Wekesser and 
Kathy Brauer of Linclln voted 
no. 


The payment is conditioned 


upon identical actions by the 
other five community college 
area governing boards to support 
the private, nonprofit lobbying 
and coordinating association. 


Half of the NACCT fiscal 


budget ending June 30 is to be 
funded by each college area, at 
$1,125 each. The balance for 
SeTech, $1,654.43, is a percen- 
tage based on comparative 
enrollment. 


Deficit Expected 


Earlier in the meeting, Eicher 


had told board members he 
expects a $140,000 operations 
deficit from March through 
June, as tax collections lag 
behind expenses. The March 
deficit might be offset by federal ' 
fund revenues. 


Lincoln campus Director 


David Buettner reported the 
new Child Care Center at 3101 C 
has a student training waiting 
list, but expenses are exceeding 
income since it will take time for 
the number of youngsters served 
to reach capacity. 


The board directed Eicher to 


investigate setting up similar 
centers in small communities 
throughout the SeTech area. 


2 Airplanes 
Chartered 
By NU Band 


The University of Nebraska-Lincoln has 


chartered two airplanes to carry the school's 
marching band to the Fiesta Bowl In Tempe, 
Ariz., eliminating earlier plans to make the trip 
by bus. 


Richard Bennett, university purchasing 


agent, said the two planes were chartered on 
short notice from North Central and Delta 
Airlines. 


The round-tip cost will be $35,000, he said, in- 


stead of about $45,000 as planned for the bus trip, 


which would have required additional lodging 
and meals. 


The band will leave Lincoln Dec. 22 and return 


following the game between Nebraska and 
Arizona State Dec. 26. 


Ed Hirsch, University of Nebraska Foundation 


vice president, said a total of 160,300 was pledged 
during last week's drive to raise funds to pay the 
band expenses. He said about $10,000 in pledges 
had not been received.

A plan for redistribution of 


properly taxes paid to the Mid- 
State Reclamation District after 
Dec. 31 has been branded illegal 
by the State Justice Department. 


Property taxpayers in the 


three-county district, which was 
abolished by voters in 
November, will have to pav 
taxes probably through 
February, Arty."Gen. Paul 
Douglas said in an opinion 
Tuesday. 


Any surplus left over after the 


district's bills are paid will be 
distributed among the school 
districts in Hall, Buffalo and 
Merrick Counties in proportion 
to each school district's acreage 
within the Mid-State area. 


In an opinion written by Asst. 


Atty. Gen. Ralph Gillan, the 
Justice Department said a plan 
offered by Mid-State Director 
Don Shriner to collect taxes until 
Dec. 31 and return taxes 
collected after that for 
redistribution to taxpayers is il- 
legal. 


"This procedure is entirely un- 


authorized," Gillan wrote. "All 
of the taxes levied must be 
collected and handled in the 
same way. There can be no 
different treatment of the 
taxpayers which is dependent 
upon the time when taxes are 
paid. 


"There is no statutory basis 


for any refunds to the 
taxpayers," Gillan said. 


The district had a 0.93 mill 


levy for 1975; that raised ap- 
proximately ?132,000 in Hall 
County, one of the three coun- 
ties comprising Mid-State. 


The district was formed to aid 


in the construction and opera- 
tion of a massive irrigation 
project for more than 140,000 
acres of farmland. 


In addition, th^e Justice 


Department said Mid-State did 
not die with the certification of 
the election results. Gillan said 
ths district remains in existence 
until an audit of the district is 
submitted to the State Depart- 
ment of Water Resources and 
the assets liquidated. 


"We have contacted the direc- 


tor of the Department of Water 
Resources, and he informs us 
that the audit of Mid-State 
Reclamation District is not 
expected to be completed until 
about February, 1976, so that it 
will not be dissolved until about 
April of that year," Gillan said. 


"It is clear, of course, that the 


levy for taxes made prior to the 
election was valid," he said. 


Since the district will still be in 


existence when the taxes are 
due, the property taxes will have 
to be paid.

Ambulance For Hospital 


Wayne (UPI) — The Wayne 


City Council has voted to buy a 
new ambulance for Providence 
Medical Center and to provide 
$7,000 a year to operate the vehi- 
cle. 


The council voted Monday 


night following 3^2 hours of dis- 
cussion and delays caused by ab- 
sent council members. 


The council voted down a 


proposal six weeks ago to 
provide a backup driver for the 
proposed new ambulance. The 
hospital then accused the council 
of failing to live up to its agree- 
ment and threatened to drop 
ambulance service, effective at 
the end of December. 


The meeting Monday night 


opened with one of the eight 
council members absent Several 
proposals were defeated before 
Ted Bahe said he would vote for 
the purchase of a second am- 
bulance, if the city would set up 
a committee to investigate the 
possibility of Establishing a 
rescue unit for the Wayne area. 


The council adopted the 


proposal and then took another 
vote on the request to buy a se- 
cond ambulance for about $25,- 
000. However, only five council 
members were present and a 
police officer was sent to bring 
back a council member who had 
left the meeting early. 


Thirty minutes later, the 


proposal was approved, 6-0.

Califo rnia’s co mpulso ry atten­ 
dance law pro v ides that a parent 
co uld be fined $25 a day o r 
sentenced to fiv e day s in jail if 
co nv icted o f enco uraging the 
truancy o f a child. 
The Rev . J ack Edwards, 
pasto r o f the church, say s the 
parents are adamant. "We wo n’t 
back do wn,” he said. “ If the 
scho o l district wo n’t change its 
stand, then we will hav e to lo o k 
into the establishment o f a 
priv ate scho o l.” 
He said his church regards 
"wo rldly entertainment” as sin­ 
ful and requires members to sign 
a pledge that they will no t watch 
telev isio n o r films. 
The scho o l district’s require­ 
ment that all children must par- 
tic ip ate 
in 
au d io -v isu al 
pro grams, he added, "is a v io la­ 
tio n o f o ur First Amendment 
freedo m to practice o ur religio us 
beliefs in the scho o ls.” 
Ro thschild said he turned 
do wn a request to ex empt the 
children fro m such pro grams fo r 
educatio nal reaso ns. 
“ We feel that audio -v isual 
equipment is used in teaching 
nearly all students to day ,” he 
said. “ They are no n-sectarian in 
purpo se and manner. We feel if 
children were allo wed to leav e 
the classro o m during 
the 
sho wings, it wo uld be a denial o f 
educatio n fo r them.” 
Tfre Rev . Mr. Edwards say s 
his parishio ners fear telev isio n 
pro grams will “ brainwash o ur 
children. We pay tax es in this 
district and we feel we hav e the 
right to hav e o ur children attend 
public scho o ls witho ut hav ing 


their re lig io u s p rin cip les 
sacrificed.” 
One o f the telev isio n pro grams 
ro utinely sho wn in the public 
scho o ls is “ Sesame Street.” Mrs. 
Shelba G atti, a 34-y ear-o ld 
mo ther o f three, say s the sho w is 
a prime ex ample o f what the dis­ 
pute is all abo ut. 
Mrs. Gatti said she had no 
o bjectio ns to certain characters 
in the series such as the Co o kie 
Mo nster; but co mplained abo ut 
the “ hard ro ck backgro und 
music th ey use in tho se 
pro grams. Hard ro ck mo tiv ates 
sex urges, it really do es, and it’s 
all part o f the dnig scene.”

Catholic Schools Stop Registration 


OMAHA (AP) - A tem- 


porary freeze on student regis- 
tration, staff and program ex- 
pansion is in effect in Omaha's 
Catholic schools, as officials 
work up plans to insure that 
public school parents don't use 
the parochial schools to avoid in- 
tegration. 


Archdiocesan Supt. Thomas F. 


O'Brien said the freeze would 
continue until guidlines are 
drawn up, probably within two 
months. 


Father O'Brien said a priest 


told him Tuesday morning that 
he had two calls from white 


parents asking about registra- 
tion for their 2nd graders 
next fall. 


The Omaha Board of Educa- 


tion Monday night approved i« 
integration plan, part of which 
calls for the reassignment of 
white 2nd graders. 


"The deepest reason for mak- 


ing our positions is that we don't 
want our schools in any way to 
impede or upset the im- 
plementation of^ the court-or- 
dered plan," Father O'Brien 
said. 


"I'd get a little upset if people 


began to equate or identify us

with the white segregated 
academies." 


The guidelines haven't been 


drawn up yet either, Father 
O'Brien said, but would likely 
try to insure that persons 
seeking to enroll their children 
in Catholic schools "only have 
the highest motives." 


He said that will, call for some 


"tough judgments" by school of- 
ficials, but said he thinks it can 
be done. 


Any child who has been in a 


Catholic school is "safe," he 
said. 


The archdiocese made a sim- 


ilar statement 2 
!/z years ago at 


the outset of the public schools' 
integration litigation. At that 
time, the archdiocese said its 


schools would not be a refuge or 
haven for public school stu- 
dents. 


Father O'Brien said he thinks 


the 1973 statement did dis- 
courage persons from seeking 
enrollment in Catholic schools to 
avoid integration. 


Archbishop Sheehan told the 


priests that any program or staff 
expansion or classroom ad- 
ditions won't be permitted 
without the explicit permission 
of the Catholic School Office. 


He said no children are to be 


registered now. Registration 
procedures will be announced to 
all the Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools within Omaha 
Public School District at a later 
date.

With Christmas just a week away, the 
prospects look good, and bad, that the 
needy will have a happy holiday. 
The Salvation Army kettle and mail 
appeal for dollars for food, toys and 
gifts for various segments of the popula­ 
tion — the poor, the infirm, the in­ 
carcerated — is only halfway to its goal. 
Only $20,342 of the $40,000 had been 
collected at the close of kettle 
operations Monday. 
On the other hand, community agen­ 
cy representatives are overwhelmed at 
the generous response of LincoUutes to 
the needs of the poor at Christmas. 
Number among them Jane Finney, 
social services worker for the County 
Welfare Department, who notes that, 


with "so many other things to give to,” 
Capital City residents have made her 
job much easier by eagerly providing 
food baskets for the needy. 
Less than 35 welfare families — the 
majority of them single parents with 
one child — remain to be matched up 
with food basket donors, she said. 
Many individuals who provided food 
baskets for families at Thanksgiving are 
carrying those families through the 
Christmas season, Mrs. Finney noted. 
And the donors are providing more than 
food; they're tending to needs for 
clothing and household items. 
The welfare worker noted, however, 
that there is one segment of the popula­ 
tion — the elderly — that threatens to 
be neglected over the holidays. 
She is working with Lincoln Informa- 


tion Services for the Elderly to see that 
does not happen to some 20 elderly per­ 
sons. That is to be accomplished 
through provision of food baskets for 
those who can prepare their own meals; 
pre-cooked meals that can be warmed 
up on a hot plate; or hot meals 
delivered to the elderly on Christmas 
Day. 


Mrs. Finney also is working with Lin­ 
coln Action Program’s community 
development component to provide 
food and stocking stuffers for those who 
otherwise would have to do without. 


Already, 25 families have been cared 
for through LAP’s program, said 
Stephanie Bryan of LAP. The Rotary 
Club is donating food baskets for 10 
families. 


"We are pushing for 50 families,” she 
added. 
Operation Santa Claus, sponsored by 
Radio Station KFOR, had just about 
reached its goal, said KFOR’s Roger 
Larson. 
As of Tuesday morning, $12,500 had 
been collected toward the $16,000 goal. 
This is the 28th year for Operation 
Santa Claus, which provides individual 
gifts for children ages 1 to 13. This year, 
Larson said, about 2,300 children will 
receive Christmas presents thanks to 
the project... 
In addition, Mrs. 
Finney noted, several individuals have 
donated toys to supplement the Opera­ 
tion Santa Claus boxes. Those toys will 
go to Children 14 and older who are not 
eligible for presents through Operation 
Santa Claus.

parade to drum up support for 
the parents and several fruitless 
meetings between the two sides. 


The parents say the church 


prohibits watching audio-visual 
programs. School officials 
counter the programs are a 
valuable teaching tool. 


The boycott is expected to last 


through the holidays, at which 
time, both sides agree, it 
probably will wind up in the 
courts. 


"What we've got here is a 


classic challenge of the 
American secular school system 
that has go to be met," says Dr.

California's compulsory atten- 


dance law provides that a parent 
could be fined $25 a day or 
sentenced to five days in jail if 
convicted of encouraging the 
truancy of a child. 


The Rev. Jack Edwards, 


pastor of the church, says the 
parents are adamant. "We won't 
back down," he said. "If the 
school district won't change its 
stand, then we will have to look 
into the establishment of a 
private school." 


He said his church regards 


"worldly entertainment" as sin- 
ful and requires members to sign 
a pledge that they will not watch 
television or films. 


"The school district's require- 


ment that all children must par- 
ticipate in audio-visual 
programs, he added, "is a viola- 
tion of our First Amendment 
freedom to practice our religious 
beliefs in the schools." 


Rothschild said he turned 


down a request to exempt the 
children from such programs for 
educational reasons. 


"We feel that audio-visual 


equipment is used in teaching 
nearly all students today," he 
said. "They are non-sectarian in 
purpose and manner. We feel if 
children were allowed to leave 
the classroom during the 
showings, it would be a denial of 
education for them." 


The Rev. Mr. Edwards says 


his parishioners fear television 
programs will "brainwash our 
children., We pay taxes in (his 
district and we feel we have the 
right to have our children attend 
public schools without having 


their religious principles 
sacrificed." 


One of the television programs 


routinely shown in the public 
schools is "Sesame Street." Mrs. 
Shelba Gatti,, a 34-year-old 
mother of three, says the show is 
a prime example of what the dis- 
pute is all about. 


Mrs. Gatti said she had no 


objections to certain characters 
in the series such as the Cookie 
Monsterr but complained about 
the "hard rock background 
music they use in those 
programs. Hard rock motivates 
sex urges, it really does, and it's 
all part of the drug scene." 


The church has a strict code of 


conduct prohibiting the use of 
tobacco, alcohol, drugs, or 
cosmetics, or the wearing of 
revealing clothing.

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Chance Better For Happy Holiday

With Christmas just a week away, the 


prospects look good, and bad, that the 
needy will have a happy holiday. 


The Salvation Army kettle and mail 


appeal for dollars for food, toys and 
gifts for various segments of the popula- 
tion — the poor, the infirm, the in- 
carcerated — is only halfway to its goal. 


Only 520,342 of the $40,000 had been 


collected at the close of kettle 
operations Monday. 


On the other hand, community agen- 


cy representatives are overwhelmed at 
the generous response of LincotSites to 
the needs of the poor at Christmas. 


Number among them Jane Finney, 


social services worker for the County 
Welfare Department, who notes that, 


with "so many other things to give to," 
Capital City residents have made her 
job much easier by eagerly providing 
food baskets for the needy. 


Less than 35 welfare families — the 


majority of them single parents with 
one child — remain to be matched up 
with food basket donors, she said. 


Many individuals who provided food 


baskets for families at Thanksgiving are 
carrying those families through the 
Christmas season, Mrs. Finney noted. 
And the donors are providing more than 
food; they're tending to needs for 
clothing and household items. 


The welfare worker noted, however, 


that there is one segment of the popula- 
tion — the elderly — that threatens to 
be neglected over the holidays. 


She is working with Lincoln Informa- 


tion Services for the Elderly to see that 
does not happen to some 20 elderly per- 
sons. That is to be accomplished 
through provision of food baskets for 
those who can prepare their own meals; 
pre-cooked meals that can be wanned 
up on a hot plate; or hot meals 
delivered to the elderly on Christmas 
Day. 


Mrs. Finney also is working with Lin- 


coln Action Program's community 
development component to provide 
food and stocking stuffers for those who 
otherwise would have to do without. 


Already, 25 families have been cared 


for through LAP's program, said 
Stephanie Bryan of LAP. The Rotary 
Club is donating food baskets for 10 
families. 


"We are pushing for 50 families," she 


added. 


Operation Santa Claus, sponsored Sy 


Radio Station KFOR, had just about 
reached its goal, said KFOR's Roger 
Larson. 


As of Tuesday morning, $12,500 had 


been collected toward the $16,000 goal. 


This is the 28th year for Operation 


Santa Claus, which provides individual 
gifts for children ages 1 to 13. This year, 
Larson said, about 2,300 children will 
receive Christmas presents thanks to 
the project... In addition, Mrs. 
Finney noted, several individuals have 
donated toys to supplement the Opera- 
tion Santa Claus boxes. Those toys will 
go to Children 14 and older who are not 
eligible for presents through Operation 
Santa Claus.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(AP) — The American Jewish 
Congress announced Tuesday it 
would maintain the tourist 
boycott of Mexico imposed after 
Mexico joined a majority of U.N. 
members in passing a resolution 
Nov. 10 calling Zionism racist. 
The decision to continue the 
boycott was made after Aida 
Gonzalez Martinez, a Mexican 
delegate to the United Nations, 
voted for a resolution adopted 
Monday by the G eneral 
Assembly that reaffirmed the 
principles of the Declaration of 
Mexico. 
That declaration, issued at the 
International Women's Year 
conference in Mexico City last 
summer, called for “ the elimina­ 
tion of colonialism and neo­ 
colonialism, foreign occupation, 
Zionism, apartheid and racial 
discrimination. ” 
Miss Gonzalez Martinez had 
told the assembly her vote did 
not mean Mexico equates 
Zionism with apartheid or 
colonialism. 
Last week, a group of 
American Jewish leaders flew to 
Mexico City, with expenses paid 
by the Mexican government, and 
met with President Luis 
Echeverría. After the meeting,

they said the boycott would be 
lifted because Echeverría had 
assured them he did not identify 
Zionism with racism and steps 
would be taken to avoid mis­ 
understandings in future 
Mexican votes. 
Zionism is generally defined as 
the movement for a national 
Jewish homeland in Palestine. 
Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg of 
Englewood, N.J., president of 
the American Jewish Congress, 
telephoned a statement to U.N. 
correspondents Tuesday. It said: 
“ We are distressed by the 
wide disparity between the 
assurances given by President 
Echeverría last Friday and the 
action and votes of his delegate 
at the United Nations last night. 
“ We do not understand how 
the Mexican government can 
reasonably take one position in 
Mexico and another position in 
the halls of the General 
Assembly. 
‘ We therefore have no basis at 
present for changing our deci­ 
sion to suspend American 
Jewish Congress travel plans to 
Mexico.” 
The organization had planned 
22 departures to Mexico in 1976 
involving 1,000 members, he 
said.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 


(AP) — The American Jewish 
Congress announced Tuesday it 
would maintain the tourist 
boycott of Mexico imposed after 
Mexico joined a majority of U.N. 
members in passing a resolution 
Nov. 10 calling Zionism racist. 


The decision to continue the 


boycott was made after Aida 
Gonzalez Martinez, a Mexican 
delegate to the United Nations, 
voted for a resolution adopted 
Monday by the General 
Assembly that reaffirmed the 
principles of the Declaration of 
Mexico. 


That declaration, issued at the 


International Women's Year 
conference hi Mexico City last 
summer, called for "the elimina- 
tion of colonialism and neo- 
colonialism, foreign occupation, 
Zionism, apartheid and racial 
discrimination." 


Miss Gonzalez Martinez had 


told the assembly her vote did 
not mean Mexico equates 
Zionism with apartheid or 
colonialism. 


Last week, a group of 


American Jewish leaders flew to 
Mexico City, with expenses paid 
by the Mexican government, and 
met with President Luis 
Ecneverria. After the meeting, 


they said the boycott would be 
lifted because Echeverria had 
assured them he did not identify 
Zionism with racism and steps 
would be taken to avoid mis- 
understandings in future 
Mexican votes. 


Zionism is generally defined as 


the movement for a national 
Jewish homeland in Palestine. 


Rabbi Arthur Hertzberg of 


Englewood, N.J., president of 
the American Jewish Congress, 
telephoned a statement to U.N. 
correspondents Tuesday. It said: 


"We are distressed by the 


wide disparity between the 
assurances given by President 
Echeverria last Friday and the 
action and votes of his delegate 
at the United Nations last night. 


"We do not understand how 


the Mexican government can 
reasonably take one position in 
Mexico and another position in 
the halls of the General 
Assembly. 


"We.therefore have no basis at 


present for changing our deci- 
sion to suspend American 
Jewish Congress travel plans to 
Mexico." 


The organization had planned 


22 departures to Mexico in 1976 
involving 1,000 members, he 
said.

Dear Dr. Tho steso n: I hav e 
cy stic acne o n my back and face, 
also o n the chest. It has left un­ 
sig htly scars. I am under the care 
o f a specialist, who injects the 
cy sts in the faciia areas. Fo r the 
acne o n my back and chest skin 
medicatio n is used. 
1 hav e been o n antibio tics fo r 
two y ears, which in my o pinio n 
is a ío n g time. 
What are the causes o f acne in­ 
fectio n? Do es the blo o d co ndi­ 
tio n hav e an y direct influence? 


Generally , I o n careful to hav e a 
balanced diet. Also , can I hav e 
dermabrasio n o n my chest and 
back, o r o n my face? — T.S. 
This is a rather v icio us ty pe 
and difficult to handle. Vicio us 
because it is unsig htly , difficult 
because it requires special and 
painstaking attentio n to co ntro l. 


Sebum, a thick, o ily substance 
secreted by tiny g lands at the 
sk in surface, is the fault. In 
cy stic acn e, this sebum builds up 
an d beco mes much like the co re 
qf a bo il, acting as a fo reig n 
b o d y . 
Infectio n can o ccur aro und 
th is. In su ch cases, a specific in­ 
fectin g o rg an ism can 
be iden- 


tified in the pustules. 


Yo u hav e used antibio tics fo r 
two y ears. Pro lo ng ed use o ften 
is necessary . Lancing o f the cy sts 
and remo v al o f the “ co res” may 
be necessary to prev ent spread. 
Yo ur blo o d is no t a facto r, but 
y o ur diet can be. Thus attentio n 
to diet sho uld be mo re than just 
fo r g eneral balance. In so me 
cases — beer fo r ex ample — can 
wo rsen the co nditio n. Flare ups 
can o ccur with o ther fo o ds, 
cho co late being a no table 
o ffender. Since io dides are o ften 
a facto r, use o f plain no n-io dized 
salt is reco mmended. Fatty 
fo o ds sho uld be av o ided, as 


sho uld seafo o d (io dine hig h) and 
“ rich” fo o ds such as pastries. 
Dermabrasio n is a pro cedure 
to remo v e the scars resulting 
fro m acne. It is no t helpful in 
curing the activ e co nditio n. Once 
y o ur acne beco mes inactiv e, 
then y o u mig ht discuss this with 
y o ur specialist. Fo r no w it 
seems, at least fro m y o ur letter, 
that attempts being made to co n­ 
tro l y o ur co nditio n is the best 
pro g ram.

Kelp has a larg e amo unt o f 
po tassium io dide. A recent 
repo rt in the Jo urnal o f the 
American Medical Assn. states 
that the amo unt o f io dine in kelp 
can depress thy ro id functio n in 
perso ns who are sensitiv e to 
io dine. 
Yo ur sy stem is apprently func­ 


tio ning satisfacto rily with 
whatev er thy ro id tissue y o u hav e 
remaining since y o ur surg ery . 
Yo u hav en’t been taking the kelp 
lo ng eno ug h to ex perience any 
depressant effect. Ho wev er, I 
do n’t think y o u need it, and I 
sug g est y o u sto p taking it, o r at 
least co nsult y o ur do cto r abo ut 
it. 


Io dine, o f co urse, is a majo r 
co nstituent o f thy rex ine, a ho r­ 
mo ne pro duced by the thy ro id 
g land. One must alway s be 
careful abo ut intro ducing such 
substances into the bo dy witho ut 
sufficient reaso n and superv i­ 
sio n. 


Dear Dr. Tho steso n: Is water 
taken fro m a clean sulphur 
spring harmful o r beneficial to 
drink? I drink it because I like it, 
and hav e been drinking it fo r 
abo ut fiv e y ears with no bad 
effects. — C.B. 
Yo u answered y o ur o wn ques­ 
tio n.

Barrett Ousted As K-State's AD 
. .OUT 


Manhattan, Kan. (AP) — Ernie Barrett 
was fired as the Kansas State University 
athletic director Tuesday and will be 
assigned to “another important post” later, 
university President Duane Acker an­ 
nounced. 
Acker named Kansas State track Coach 
DeLoss Dodds as acting athletic director. 
Barrett, Wildcat basketball All-American 
in 1951, had been athletic director since 1969 
when he succeeded H R. “ Bebe” Lee. 
Barrett, 4 6, was praised by Acker for his 
contributions to the Kansas State athletic 
department, particularly as a fund raiser. A 
university spokesman said Barrett’s new 
assignment at Kansas State might not 
necessarily be in athletics. 
Dodds, 38, has been Kansas State head 
track coach since 1963. 


A university statement called the change 
“a major administrative realignment” of the 
Kansas State athletic department. 
The statement also quoted Acker as con­ 
ceding there have been ‘‘management 
problems” within the athletic department. 
But Acker did not lay the blame on Barrett. 
The statement said only that Barrett was 
being reassigned to “ another important posi­ 
tion to be announced later.” 
Acker said he would ask the university’s 
Intercollegiate Athletic Council, which 
meets Friday, to seek a single department 
for men’s and women’s athletics. 
The university president called Barrett 
“an effective fund raiser throughout his ser­ 
vices as director. 
“ His efforts and those of coaches, alumni 
and other friends of the program have been 


especially effective, since a significant debt 
in the men’s athletic program was identified 
last summer,” Acker added. 
“ In a review of our needs, the university’s 
aspirations and the need for continued finan­ 
cial progress, it became apparent a decision 
should be made now,” Acker said. 
He said KSU “ is dedicated to a broadly 
based intercollegiate athletic program for 
both men and women, and we intend to com­ 
pete effectively in the Big Eight Conference 
and in other competition.” 
Glen Stone, director of sports information, 
said the KSU financial situation has “ im­ 
proved immensely, but we’re still in debt.” 
However, Stone had no figures. 
The university cut out scholarships for 
track, baseball, wrestling, golf, tennis and 
gymnastics earlier this year, but due to the 


fund-raising efforts, they were restored for 
track and baseball. 
Barrett, a Wellington native, played two 
years of professional basketball with the 
Boston Celtics after leaving Kansas State in 
the early 1950s, but returned to Manhattan in 
1955 as assistant alumni secretary. 
He became assistant athletic director in 
1963, and replaced Lee as athletic director in 
1969 when Lee resigned. 
Dodds, a native of Riley, Kan., was a track 
star at Kansas State until his graduation in 
1959 He then was a graduate assistant coach 
for one year and a full-time assistant in track 
for two years before becoming head track 
coach in 1963 succeeding Ward Haylett who 
held the post for 35 years. 
Dodds is chairman of the NCAA track and 
field rules committee.

Colts Contend In NFL 
You wouldn’t have thought it by the way they played back 
on Aug. 16 in NU’s Memorial Stadium, but the Baltimore Colts 
are making a run at the National Football League cham­ 
pionship. 


The Colts, who lost to Atlanta 10-3 here, are tied for first 
with Miami at 94 in the American Conference’s East division 
and can assure themselves a spot in the playoffs by beating New 
England Sunday in Baltimore. 


I imagine Nebraska athletic director Bob Devaney will be 
pulling for the Colts to make it since he holds an option to invite 
them back to Lincoln for an exhibition game next summer. 
Last year’s game attracted a crowd of 4 3,097 despite the fact 
neither the Colts nor the Falcons had been very good football 
teams the previous season. Next year’s game, if it happens, un­ 
doubtedly will be between the Colts and a better drawing team 
than Atlanta. 


The Colts’ surge to contention is the handiwork of Joe 
Thomas, Baltimore general manager who seems to breed 
success everywhere he goes. He made the trades and deals he 
thought necessary and now the team is for real. 


Baltimore started out by winning just one of its first four 
games. Now. the Colts have an eight-game winnning streak. The 
last loss, incidentally, was to Sunday’s foe — New England by 
21-10 on Oct. 19. 


Building By Drafting 
The Denver Broncos have been trying to build a winner by 
using mostly players gained in the draft, but so far the plan isn’t 
working as well as the “ wheelerdealer” tactics of such men as 
Diomas or George Allen of the Redskins. 


Denver is 6-7 in the AFC West with a game at Miami to be 
played Saturday. Hie Bronco lineup at mid-season included 
seven offensive starters and eight defensive starters who were 
acquired by the draft. 


Bronco Scout Carroll Hardy knows he’s on the right track 
because of the 95 players he had on his draft list last January 69 
survived the final cuts. 13 didn't, 10 were injured and missed the 
year, two went to the World Football League and one went to 
Canada. 
The only problem from a Denver standpoint is that Los 
Angeles and Oakland had obtained a lot of high draft choices 
through trades and the Rams came up with 12 and the Chargers 
10 from Hardy’s list of prospects. The Rams are 11-2 and 
Oakland 10-3. 


The obvious answer in building a winner is to take a com­ 
bination route of trading for draft choices and then drafting 
well. That's the reason for the success of the teams at the top of 
the heap. 


Hardy has some interesting figures about the 197 5 draft. 96 
per cent of first round choices were active at the end of October. 
It drops off considerably with 65 percent of second rounders, 7 0 
per cent of third, 61.5 per cent of fourth and 54 per cent of fifth 
still on rosters. 
Here are the remaining percentages of survivors by rounds: 
Sixth, 38.4 ; Seventh, 23; Eighth 19; Ninth, 23; Tenth, 23; 
Eleventh, 19; Twelfth, 27 ; Thirteenth 15; Fourteenth, 11.5; 
Fifteenth, 0; Sixteenth, 4 ; Seventeenth, 15. 
So, you can see, it pays to be picked early. 


ISU Prepared 
For Creighton 
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Ames, Iowa (UPI) — Iowa 
State, which has had little to 
cheer about on the basketball 
court this year, tries to break its 
five-game losing streak in a 
home game with Creighton 
Wednesday night. 
Despite the five losses, coach 
Ken frickey says the Cyclones 
have been able to solve their 
problems one by one in each 
game. He’s hoping they can con­ 
tinue against Creighton. 
“ I’m still optimistic,” Trickey 
said. “I’m always optimistic. 
We re going to turn this thing 
around yet and I think it’s going 
to be soon.” 


Omaha televsioo station 
Channel 7 will televise the game 
beginning at 7 :30 p.m. 


Trickey said the first problem 
was finding a guard to play op­ 
posite high scoring Hercle Ivy. 
He said that has been solved by 
the play of 6-2 junior Roman 
Butkus, 
Next was the problem of fin­ 
ding a forward to play opposite 
veteran Art Johnson. That was 
solved by the emergence of 
junior college transfer Bo Peake 
as a potentially strong player. 
Finding a center was the next 
step and Trickey feels he has 
that answered with the insertion 
of senior Dak Smith in the star­ 
ting lineup. 
Sm ith also h elped cure 
another ill — rebounding With 
Smith starting against Iowa last 
Friday night. Iowa State out- 
rebounded an opponent for the 
first time this year, although the 
r y r i f y mi] lost jU-7 7 .

We have to give him 
credit for that,” said NU coach 
Joe Cipriano of the former Fair- 
bury all-stater.

That’s really 
slowed him down,” Cipriano 
added. “ Now, it’s not so painful 
and he’s had a couple of days of 
rest which he really needed.” 


Flu Also Bugs Siegel 
Siegel also has been bothered 
by the flu in recent days as 
Nebraska continues drills for its 
opening game with the Universi­ 
ty of Pacific Friday night in the 
Roadrunner Invitational at Las 
Cruces, N.M. 
Now, the bad news. 
The Huskers have drilled 
extensively Monday and Tuesday 
on scoring baskets on fast-break 
attacks.

torney that he would appear in

Miss Quinlan, 21, was ad-

court permission to turn off her 


respirator and allow her to die 


The doctors said that there 


were unexplained bruises on 
Miss Quinlan's body, but there 
was no evidence that the coma 
was caused by physical assault 
They said they were unable to 
pinpoint the cause of the coma, 
but it might have resulted from 
lack of oxygen when the young 
woman stopped breathing

Omaha (API — The Omaha 
School District did not consult a 
group of 32 intervenors before 
approving an integration plan, 
an attorney said Tuesday. 
Robert Broom, Legal Aid 
Society attorney 
representing 
the intervenors—black parents 
and their children—in their law­ 
suit against the district, said his 
clients had been allowed to 
“ make input” to the school dis­ 
trict but had not been consulted 
before the board approved the 
plan Monday night. 
According to a June 12 order 
of the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals, the district was to 
“ work with” the plaintiff-inter- 
venors, the U.S. Justice Depart­ 
ment and others in devising a 
plan.

Rep. Charles Thone’s office 
announced Tuesday that two 
proposed 
transportation 
projects have hurdled major 
stumbling blocks. 
The Department of Transpor­ 
tation has approved environmen­ 
tal impact statements to con­ 
struct the West Bypass in Lin­ 
coln and to remove the railroad 
crossing on West 0 St.

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To Your Good Health: 
Differences Befween Exuberance Of Youth, Hyperkinesis Are Subtle 


By C. Tbosteson, M.D. 


Dr. Dr. Thosteson: Please 


explain what hyperactiveness is. 
How can you tell if a child is 
hyperactive? What should be 
done for them? What are the 
dangers? — Mrs. C.K. 


I could list dozens of symp- 


toms of the truly hyperkinetic 
child, and to no avail. There are 
subtle differences between the 
exuberance of youth and 
hyperkinesis, which is a 
neurological disorder. 


A frustrated mother or a 


temperamental teacher may 
easily dub the child as hyperac- 
tive when it is not. The diagnosis 
should be made by someone 
experienced in abnormal 
behavior'in children. 


The hyperactive child is 


restless, has trouble paying 
attention (which creates his lear- 
ning difficulties), has problems 
with speech. He may exhibit 
traits which, in a one-to-one 
relationship, can be considered 
charming but in a group situa- 
tion can be considered anti- 
social. He is apt to be clumsy, 
restless, a disturber of classroom 
atmosphere. 


But all of this can easily be at- 


tributable to family problems — 
discord between parents, too 
strict discipline, etc. 


Other physiological factors can 


be involved — diet among them. 
He may be just hungry. Eating 
patterns should be examined. Or 
he may be allergic to something, 
making him irritable. 


It is well to begin with a com- 


plete physical examination and 
an analysis of the home situa- 
tion. Counseling by a child psy- 
chologist or a psychiatrist iiight 
or might not be indicated. 


If confirmed as true 


nyperkinesis, then drugs 
available in treatment of the dis- 
order might be considered. 
Often, such drugs can be used in 
making a final determination. If 
behavior improves with the 
drugs, true hyperkinesis can be 
confirmed. 


But the parent must be certain 


that what he or she sees as 
hyperkinesis is real and not 
merely "in the eye of the 
beholder."

When should you be con- 


cerned about a common cold? 
The Nebraska Medical Associa- 
tion suggests that a cold should 
never be neglected nor dosed 
with home remedies. 


A cold should not last more 


than three days-. Be concerned if 
the cold is accompanied by a 
fever. In young children, cold 
symptoms like runny nose, 
watery eyes, sore throat, cough 
and aching muscles, may be the 
beginning of many of the com- 
municable diseases. At any age, 
these may be the first signs of in- 
fluenza. 


Persistent colds may develop 


into more serious illnesses. The 
Nebraska Medical Association 
recommends persons coming 
down with a cold: get more rest 
in bed than usual; avoid late 
hours and all types of dissipation 
such as overeating, drinking, 
smoking and exposure to cold. A 
hot shower or bath before going 
to bed will help decongest 
respiratory passages. Avoid sit- 
ting around in chilly rooms and 
avoid cold feet. 


The Nebraska Medical 


Association suggests that early 
care when you feel a cold com- 
ing on, will belp your cure and 
help avoid complications. 


French To Help 
Arabs To Build 
Weapon Industry 


CAIRO (AP) - French Presi- 


dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing 
pledged to help Egypt and other 
Arab countries build their own 
arms industry for defense pur- 
poses. 


Giscard d'Estaing, addressing 


a news conference with Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat at bis side said 
"the Arabs have decided to 
organize their own defense and 
France will bring technological 
and technical assistance to their 
project." 


Sadat said, "We have suffered 


from the monopoly of arms by 
the big powers, thus we decided 
to start our own military in- 
dustry. We have asked France to 
belp us and the answer was com- 
pletely favorable." 


Generally, I am careful to have a 
balanced diet. Also, can I have 
dermabrasion on my chest and 
back, or on my face? — T.S. 


This is a rather vicious type 


and difficult to handle. Vicious 
because it is unsightly, difficult 
because it requires special and 
painstaking attention to control. 


Sebum, a thick, oily substance 


secreted by tiny glands at the 
skin surface, is the fault. In 
cystic acne, this sebum builds up 
and becomes much like the core 
qf a boil, acting as a foreign 
body. Infection can occur around 
this. In such cases, a specific in- 
fecting organism can be iden- 


tified in the pustules. 


You have used antibiotics for 


two years. Prolonged use often 
is necessary. Lancing of the cysts 
and removal of the "cores" may 
be necessary to prevent spread. 
Your blood is not a factor, but 
your diet can be. Thus attention 
to diet should be more than just 
for general balance. In some 
cases — beer for example — can 
worsen the condition. Flare ups 
can occur with other foods, 
chocolate being a notable 
offender. Since iodides are often 
a factor, use of plain non-iodized 
salt is recommended. Fatty 
foods should be avoided, as 


should seafood (iodine high) and 
"rich" foods such as pastries. 


Dennabrasion is a procedure 


to remove the scars resulting 
from acne. It is not helpful in 
curing the active condition. Once 
your acne becomes inactive, 
then you might discuss this with 
your specialist. For now it 
seems, at least from your letter, 
that attempts being made to con- 
trol your condition is the best 
program.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I have 


been taking kelp-containing diet 
pills for a few days. I have dis- 
covered that kelp is a source of 


iodine. I have had goiter surgery 
and wondered if my thyroid 
could handle the Iodine safely. 
My doctor does not have me on 
throid medication. 


I had tests done and they 


showed I didn't need them. 
Should I continue taking the diet 
pills? - F.M. 


Kelp has a large amount of 


potassium iodide. A recent 
report in the Journal of the 
American Medical Assn. states 
that the amount of iodine in kelp 
can depress thyroid function in 
persons who are sensitive to 
iodine. 


Your system is apprently func- 


tioning satisfactorily with 
whatever thyroid tissue you have 
remaining since your surgery. 
You haven't been taking the kelp 
long enough to experience any 
depressant effect. However, I 
don't think you need it, and I 
suggest you stop taking it, or at 
least consult your doctor about 
it. 


Iodine, of course, is a major 


constituent of thyrexine, a hor- 
mone produced by the thyroid 
gland. One must always be 
careful about introducing such 
substances into the body without 
sufficient reason and supervi- 
sion. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Is water 


taken from a clean sulphur 
spring harmful or beneficial to 
drink? I drink it because I like it, 
and have been drinking It for 
about five years with no bad 
effects. — C.B. 


You answered your own ques- 


tion. You use it without harm. It 
is harmless, but I know of no 
particular benefit from it. Some 
can't stand the taste.

I cannot seem to find how to. 
Can you give me any addresses?

TOKYO (AP) - Kang Sheng, 
one of China’s top Communist 
party leaders, died today of a 
prolonged illness, a Peking 
broadcast announced. 
The official Hsinhua news 
agency said he died in Peking. 
The nature of his illness was not 
announced. 
Kang was one of eight 
members of the standing com­ 
mittee of the political bureau of 
the party’s Central Committee. 
in the Communist party order, 
Kang ranked fourth, after Chair­ 
man Mao Tse-tung, premier 
Chou En-lai and Wang Hung- 
wen, vice chairman of the par­ 
ty’s military commission. But he 
had been sidelined by illness m 
recent years 


Kang, 74, also was vice chair­ 
man of the party Central Com­ 
mittee and vice chairman of the 
National People’s Congress 
Standing Committee. 


A member of the Communist 
party of China since iy25, he 
specialized in relations with 
foreign Communist parties for 
the past 20 years and thus was 
prominent in the Chinese dis­ 
pute with the Soviet Union. 


During the cultural revolution 
he was an active national leader, 
along with Ctuang Ching, the 
wife of Mao Tse-tung 


The announcement monitored 
in Tokyo said he was “ a fine 
member of the Communist party 
of China, a great revolutionary 
fighter of the Chinese people and 
Marxist theoretician, and ewe of 
the outstanding leaders of the 
party and the state.”

Krouglov, commercial counselor 
and deputy trade representative 
for the Soviet Union in the U.S. 
In an address to the Great 
Plains Wheat Board of Direc­ 
tors. Krouglov hinted that the 
U.S. could benefit from Soviet 
grain imports in the form of Rus­ 
sian oil exports. Whether such a 
trade ever m aterializes, 
however, depends entirely on 
Americans, he said. “ We are 
ready to trade with your country 
because we consider the trade

Although no official cause of 
the explosion was available, fire 
officials said privately they 
suspected a dynamite blast.

Washington (UPI) — The 
Food and Drug Administration 
said Tuesday it would again try 
to ban use of the cancer-causing 
compound DES as a growth 
stimulant for beef cattle and 
sheep. 
FD A Commissioner Dr. 
Alexander Schmidt announced 
the new prohibition attempt at a 
House health subcommittee 
hearing. 
Earlier FDA attempts to ban 
diethy Istilbesterol as a growth 
promoter, after residues were 
found in the edible tissues of 
animals, were thwarted by a 
federal court on grounds that 
manufacturers of DES were 
denied a hearing. 


DES, which is a synthetic 
female hormone, has been used 
as a growth promoter in certain 
animals, primarily beef cattle, 
since th 1950s. The compound 
itself is known to cause cancer in 
laboratory animals when fed in 
large doses, but its use was per­ 
mitted in feeding cattle so long 
as no residues were found in 
slaughtered carcasses. 
Under a 1958 law, the FDA is 
required to forbid food additives 
that cause cancer either in man 
or in laboratory animals. 
In 1973, acting because low- 
level DES residues were being 
found in beef cattle livers, the 
FDA issued the initial ban which 
was upset by the 1974 court 
■ 
■ 
■ 
■ 
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ruling. After the ruling, FDA 
said hearings at which manufac­ 
turers could contest a proposed 
ban could not be held until the 
agency settled a conflict of 
proper methods for detecting 
animal drug residues in human 
food. 
However, this issue proved to 
be so thorny and so controversial 
among scientists that final 
regulatory action should not be 
delayed further, the agency said 
FDA’s action now, in effect, 
will begin the regulatory steps to 
ban use of DES in animal feeds 
and as implants but will allow 
manufacturers to appeal the ac­ 
tion and request the hearings 
that the court said were 


necessary. 
"The issues at such a hearing 
are likely to include the 
availability of a suitable method 
for detecting DES residues in 
food, and the safety of residues 
being found,” FDA said. These 
are issues that have not been 
resolved after several years of 
controversy. Many cattle in­ 
dustry and farm spokesmen have 
contested attempts to ban DEIS, 
arguing the residues found in re­ 
cent years are at trace levels 
which have never been proven 
dangerous to either man or 
animals. Cattlemen frequently 
assert a ban would add substan­ 
tially to production costs by 
requiring use of more cattle 


feeds. 
FDA said part of its two­ 
pronged regulatory approach 
would be completed by the end 
of the year 
On one side the agency will 
publish a final order saying FDA 
believes the current method for 
detecting DES residues in food 
is not sensitive enough to detect 
residues at levels that present a 
risk of cancer, the agency said. 
The other approach will be a 
proposal to revoke permission 
for livestock producers to use 
DES, 
The Senate earlier this year 
passed a bill to ban the use of 
DES in livestock feeds, but the 
Nil is still pending in the House.

The cutback in trade between 
the two countries, he said, was 
caused by legislation passed in 
December 1974 making commer­ 
cial relations subject to control 
over some of the internal affairs 
of the Soviet Union and other 
socialist countries. 
“ The adoption of the dis­ 
criminating trade legislation in 
the United States was a 
regressive action,” Krouglov 
said. ” lt will be clear that the 
maintenance of restrictions in 
trade with the Soviet Union can 
have an adverse impact on the 
United States themselves only.”

Manhattan, Kan. (AP) - Ernie Barrett 


was fired as the Kansas State University 
athletic director Tuesday and will be 
assigned to "another Important post" later, 
university President Duane Acker an- 
nounced. 


Acker named Kansas State track Coach 


DeLoss Dodds as acting athletic director. 


Barrett, Wildcat basketball All-American 


in 1951, had been athletic director since 1869 
when he succeeded H.B. "Bebe" Lee, 


Barrett, 46, was praised by Acker for his 


contributions to the Kansas State athletic 
department, particularly as a fund raiser. A 
university spokesman said Barrett's new 
assignment at Kansas State might not 
necessarily be in athletics. 


Dodds, 38, has been Kansas State head 


(rack coach since 1963.

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A university statement called the change 


"a major administrative realignment" of the 
Kansas State athletic department. 


The statement also quoted Acker as con- 


ceding there have been "management 
problems" within the athletic department. 
But Acker did not lay the blame on Barrett. 


The statement said only that Barrett was 


being reassigned to "another important posi- 
tion to be announced later." 


Acker said he would ask the university's 


Intercollegiate Athletic Council, which 
meets Friday, to seek a single department 
for men's and women's athletics. 


The university president called Barrett 


"an effective fund raiser throughout his ser- 
vices as director. 


"His efforts and those of coaches, alumni 


arid other friends of the program have been 


especially effective, since a significant debt 
in the men's athletic program was identified 
last summer," Acker added. 


"In a review of our needs, the university's 


aspirations and the need for continued finan- 
cial progress, it became apparent a decision 
should be made now," Acker said. 


He said KSU "is dedicated to a broadly 


based intercollegiate athletic program for 
both men and women, and we intend to com- 
pete effectively in the Big Eight Conference 
and in other competition." 


Glen Stone, director of sports information, 


said the KSU financial situation has "im- 
proved immensely, but we're still in debt." 


However, Stone had no figures. 
The university cut out scholarships for 


track, baseball, wrestling, golf, tennis and 
gymnastics earlier this year, but due to the 


fund-raising efforts, they were restored for 
track and baseball. 


Barrett, a Wellington native, played two 


years of professional basketball with the 
Boston Celtics after leaving Kansas State in 
the early 1950s, but returned to Manhattan in 
1955 as assistant alumni secretary. 


He became assistant athletic director in 


1963, and replaced Lee as athletic director in 
1969 when Lee resigned. 


Dodds, a native of Riley, Kan., was a track 


star at Kansas State until his graduation in 
1959. He then was a graduate assistant coach 
for one year and a full-time assistant in track 
for two years before becoming head track 
coach in 1963 succeeding Ward Haylett who 
held the post for 35 years. 


Dodds is chairman of the NCAA track and 


field rules committee.

Colts Contend In NFL 


You wouldn't have thought it by the way they played back 


on Aug. 16 in NU's Memorial Stadium, but the Baltimore Colts 
are making a run at the National Football League cham- 
pionship. 


The Colts, who lost to Atlanta 10-3 here, are tied for first 


with Miami at 9-4 in the American Conference's East division 
and can assure themselves a spot in the playoffs by beating New 
England Sunday in Baltimore. 


I imagine Nebraska athletic director Bob Devaney will be 


pulling for the Colts to make it since he holds an option to invite 
them back to Lincoln for an exhibition game next summer. 


Last year's game attracted a crowd of 43,097 despite the fact 


neither the Colts nor the Falcons had been very good football 
teams the previous season. Next year's game, if it happens, un- 
doubtedly will be between the Colts and a better drawing team 
than Atlanta. 


The Colts' surge to contention is the handiwork of Joe 


Thomas, Baltimore general manager who seems to breed 
success everywhere he goes. He made the trades and deals he 
thought necessary and now the team is for real. 


Baltimore started out by winning just one of its first four 


games. Now, the Colts have an eight-game winnning streak. The 
last loss, incidentally, was to Sunday's foe — New England by 
21-10 on Oct. 19. 


Building By Drafting 


The Denver Broncos have been trying to build a winner by 


using mostly players gained in the draft, but so far the plan isn't 
working as well as the "wheelerdealer" tactics of such men as 
Thomas or George Allen of the Redskins. 


Denver is 6-7 in the AFC West with a game at Miami to be 


played Saturday. The Bronco lineup at mid-season included 
seven offensive starters and eight defensive starters who were 
acquired by the draft. 


Bronco Scout Carroll Hardy knows he's on the right track 


because of the 95 players he had on his draft list last January 69 
survived the final cuts, 13 didn't, 10 were injured and missed the 
year, two went to the World Football League and one went to 
Canada. 


The only problem from a Denver standpoint is that Los 


Angeles and Oakland had obtained a lot of high draft choices 
through trades and the Rams came up with 12 and the Chargers 
10 from Hardy's list of prospects. The Rams are 11-2 and 
Oakland 10-3. 


The obvious answer in building a winner is to take a com- 


bination route of trading for draft choices and then drafting 
well. That's the reason for the success of the teams at the top of 
the heap. 


Hardy has some interesting figures about the 1875 draft. 96 


per cent of first round choices were active at the end of October. 
It drops off considerably with 65 percent of second rounders, 70 
per cent of third, 61.5 per cent of fourth and 54 per cent of fifth 
still on rosters. 


Here are the remaining percentages of survivors by rounds: 


Sixth, 38.4; Seventh, 23; Eighth 19; Ninth, 23; Tenth, 23; 
Eleventh, 19; Twelfth, 27; Thirteenth 15; Fourteenth, 11.5; 
Fifteenth, 0; Sixteenth, 4; Seventeenth, 15. 


So, you can see, it pays to be picked early.

Collectible

New York - Small claims 
courts are the only reasonable 
place for consumers to litigate 
small injustices. You pay a 
negligible filing fee and can 
generally handle the case 
yourself. Bringing off a victory 
in small claims is an especial^ 
gratifying feeling. But all t<J 
often it’s followed by a sickening 
letdown that makes people 
wonder whether justice really 
can be served. 
The sad fact is that many of 
the people who win in small 
claims are never able to collect 
their money. There are no hard 
figures on how many awards go 
unpaid Estimates range from 
20% in some courts to 50% in 
others, depending on the judge 
and on state law. But whether 
the procedures in your area are 
good or bad, you should keep in 
mind that winning your case 
may be only half the battle. You 
might have to return to court to 
get the other party to pay. 
Sometimes the firm you sued 
has gone out of business, and all 
you can do is stand in line with 
the rest of the creditors hoping 
to get at least something for your 
pains. But it's more likely that 
the nonpayer is perfectly 
capable of m eeting his 
obligations. An individual might 
simply ignore your attempts to 
collect; a business or landlord 
might hide behind a lawyer. 
Whatever the tactic, they hope 
to make the chase so frustrating 
and expensive that you'll even­ 
tually give up 
Every state has procedures for 
collecting a small-claims judg­ 
ment. The court clerk will tell 
you what they are and exactly 
how to use them. 
Simplest Way 
If the debt is owed by an in­ 
dividual, the simplest way to 
collect is generally to have his 
wages garnished, which can be 
done with a court order The 
court clerk can help you with the 
legal procedures. If your adver­ 
sary discovers you're actually 
willing to go this far - and if he 
can pay — he might then come 
up with the money rather than 
get his employer involved 
Alternatively you can arrange 
to have the sheriff seize some of 
the debtor’s property and sell it 
— but that 's a more complicated 
procedure. You'll probably find 
that you need a lawyer, who 
might charge $75 and up. The 
threat alone might disgorge pay­ 
ment. But if the debt is small, 
you could lose more trying 
collect than by letting it go. 
It is even more difficult 
collect from a recalcitrant cor­

Government To Finance 
Omaha Freeway Segment 


Washington (UPI) — The 
federal government has agreed 
to finance construction of the 
remaining portion of the north 
freeway in Omaha from Lake St. 
to the Fourth St. and the Carter 
Blvd. area, Rep. John Y, 
McCollister, R-Neb, announced 
Tuesday. 
The completed three-mile seg­ 
ment, beginning at the junction 
of Interstate 480, w ill be 
designated Interstate 580 
McCollister said he has been 
assured that the Nebraska Roads 
Department will start the 
project immediately. The 1,75 
mile extension will cost about 
$22 2 million. The federal 
government will pay 90 per cent. 


The road will be at least four 
lanes, but its exact design and 
location will not be determined 
until further planning, public 
hearings, preparation of an en­ 
vironmental impact statement 
and approval of the details by 
the U S. Transportation Depart­ 
ment art completed. 
McCollister said he has 
learned the most likely route 
would extend the north ireeway 
directly north to a point about 
four blocks south of Fort St. At 
that point, he said, 1-580 would 
bend to the east to the Fourth St, 
area. The 1 25 mile southern seg­ 
ment of the three mile 1-580 spur 
already is under construction 
with federal-state funding.

garnish, so you have to proceed 
against the company’s assets. 
This almost always requires a 
lawyer. Corporations sometimes 
fight back by miring you in a 
swamp of expensive legal 
procedures and exhausting 
delays, in hopes you’ll give up or 
settle for much less. 
If the judgment you’re owed is 
large enough, you should be able 
to find a lawyer who will push 
the case in return for one-third 
of one-half of the recovery. But 
if you're owed only $200 or $300, 
it’s often not worth his time to 
pursue it very’ far. .. 
People 
who deliberately thwart 
legitimate collection efforts may 
be held in contempt of court and 
ordered to pay a fine. (They can 
even be jailed, although the 
courts rarely push the issue that 
far) But, unfortunately, many 
people have expended all the 
time and money they can afford 
before reaching this point. 
Better Procedures Needed 
There is a dear need for im­ 
proved collection procedures for 
small claims. Some judges 
themselves are able to make 
things better. For example, 
Judge John Greaney, of the 
Springfield, Mass., Housing 
Court, has taken over the burden 
of collecting. His clerks make 
payment arrangements with the 
debtors, and if they renege they 
are hauled right in for contempt 
of court. Where state procedures 
allow it, other judges have made 
similar efforts. 
New Y’ork State has just 
passed a significant small-claims 
reform law Any business that ig­ 
nores more than three small- 
claims judgments can now be 
sued for three times the amount 
of the original judgment, plus 
lawyer s fees. This is a powerful 
incentive to pay, and should be 
adopted in other states. 
Steven 
R ider, of the 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group says that public 
interest lawyers — although ac­ 
tive in helping consumers win 
their small claims — have 
generally not had time to see 
that the judgment is paid. This is 
clearly an area in need of atten­ 
tion. “ But in the end,” says 
Rider, “ it's the legislature, and 
more importantly the judges, 
who have to make small claims 
effective.”

Retarded At Mercy 
Some communities may be 50 
years behind in their attitudes 
toward the retarded, he said. In 
such instances, a retarded per­ 
son in a community program is 
at the mercy of what Burrows 
called the "peck system" which 
leaves the retarded vulnerable to 
ridicule from others. 
He said he would like the 
public to understand the 
problems of the retarded, but he 
called it "cruel" to use the 
retarded to bring about that 
public education. 
The Legislature, and not the 
court or community programs, 
will decide what the proper 
balance between the Beatrice 
State Home and the community 
programs will be. Burrows 
added. 
"We're in a better position to 
settle the matter concerning 
where the state’s resources are 
best spent,” he said. 
The settlement subverts state 
law by delegating powers to a 
nonstatutory body to oversee 
placement of the retarded, he 
said, and predicted the 
Legislature will be examining 
the impact of the settlement 
closely.

Columbus (AP) — Pressure 
from the federal government 
was an impetus in a proposed 
Platte County comprehensive 
plan on zoning regulations, ac­ 
cording to Jim Holmberg, chair­ 
man of the Platte County Joint 
Planning Commission. 
Various Platte County com­ 
munities, including Platte 
Center, Lindsay, Creston, Tar- 
nov, Cornlea, Monroe and Dun­ 
can, would be affected by the 
proposed regulations, sent to the 
county board of supervisors 
Tuesday after a meeting of about 
200 persons Monday night.

Des Moines (UPI) - "We may 


be reaping the fruits of war," 
said one member of the Des 
Moines Valley Friends, whose 
meeting house was crumbled 
Monday by an explosion that 
gutted the American Friends 
Service Committee headquarters 
here and shattered windows in 
nearby buildings. 


"Is there no better way to 


express your anger than this 
violence?" said Alice Brown, a 
Quaker who has attended 
Friends meetings for the nearly 
10 years the group has met in the 
building afjoining the AFSC 
headquarters. 


Monday night an explosion- 
rocked the white, two-story 
wood frame structure and the

brick meeting house, collapsing 
walls, twisintg structural steel 
and shattering every window. • 


Two neighboring buildings, 


the Plymouth Congregational 
Church and St. Augustine's 
Catholic Church, sustained 
damaged estimated in the 
thousands of dollars. 


Des Moines police Sgt. Frank 


Murray, head of the bomb 
squad, picked through the debris 
left in the place of the AFSC 
headquarters Tuesday and said 
the building could be declared a 
total structural loss. 


Although no official cause of 


the explosion was available, fire 
officials said privately they 
suspected a dynamite blast. 
Police detectives were in- 
vestigating all possibilities, 
Murry said. 


The AFSC is a 57-year-old non- 


profit corporation which has 
gained recent visibility through 
its 
programs 
to 
ship 


humanitarian aid to Vietnam 
and its part in informing welfare 
recipients of food stamp 
elibibility. 


A member of the AFSC 


hunger and human committee 
was one of three persons in the 
building at the time of the explo- 
sion. Dan Noah, 26, escaped in- 
jury as did building caretaker 
Stanley Atherton and his wife 
Nellie, when they fled shortly 
after the blast occurred. 


Warren Witte, regional 


executive secretary for AFSC in 
the Midwest, said he heard the 
explosion in his home about one 
mile 
away 
from 
the 


headquarters. 


"I thought it was the garage 


filling station on the corner that 
had blown up," he said. "It was 
loud." 


The immediate problem 


feeing the Des Moines Quakers 
concerns a meeting place for 
worship Sunday. 


"This is like a death in the 


family. Frankly, we need to be 
together,'" said Mrs. Brown, who 
added that the Quakers had 
recently finished paying for the 
meeting house. The Friends will 
gather, probably in a home on 
Sunday, for their silent hour of 
worship, she said. 


Since 1917, the American 


Friends have engaged in 
promoting non-violence and 
were responsible for provision of 
the conscientious objector status 
in the military service. 


The Des Moines office was one 


of 20 regional and area offices in 
the country and served an eight- 
state region. AFSC national 
headquarters is in Philadelphia. 


Russian Says Trade Would Be 
For Mutual Benefit, Not Need 


Kansas City, Mo. (UPI) — The 


Soviet Union seeks trade with 
the United States only because 
both countries can benefit from 
any agreement, not because it is 
a necessity, a Russian trade 
representative said Tuesday. 


"We are not begging for trade 


with us. We are not begging for 
American credits or American 
technology," said Nikolai

TOKYO (AP) — Kang Sheng, 


one of China's top Communist 
party leaders, died today of a 
prolonged illness, a Peking 


" broadcast announced. 


The official Hsinhua news 


agency said he died in Peking. 
The nature of bis illness was not 
announced. 


Kang was one of eight 


members of the standing com- 
mittee of the political bureau of 
the parry's Central Committee. 


In the Communist party order, 


Kang ranked fourth, after Chair- 
man Mao Tse-tung, premier 
.Chou En-lai and Wang Hung- 
wen, vice chairman of the par- 
ty's military commission. But he 
had been sidelined by illness in 
recent years. 


Kang, 74, also was vice chair- 


man of the partj' Central Com- 
mittee and vice chairman of the 
National People's Congress 
Standing Committee. 


A member of the Communist 


party of China since 1325, he 
specialized in relations with 
foreign Communist parties ior 
the past 20 years and thus was 
prominent in the Chinese dis- 
pute with the Soviet Union. 


During the cultural revolution 


he was an active national leader, 
along with Chiang Chmg, the 
wife of Mao Tse-tung 


The announcement monitored 


in Tokyo said he was "a fine 
member of the Communist party 
of China, a rjest revolutionary 
fighter of the Chinese people and 
Marxat theorebaan, and one oi 
the outstanding leaders of the 
party and the state." 


Krouglov, commercial counselor 
and deputy trade representative 
for the Soviet Union in the U.S. 


In an address to the Great 


Plains Wheat Board of Direc- 
tors, Krouglov hinted that the 
U.S. could benefit from Soviet 
grain imports in the form of Rus- 
sian oil exports. Whether such a 
trade ever materializes, 
however, depends entirely on 
Americans, he said. "We are 
ready to trade with your country 
because we consider the trade 
can be beneficial for both sides," 
Krouglov told the farmers who 
represented wheat producers in 
Colorado, Kansas, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
South Dakota, Texas and 
Washington. 


He said his country possesses 


abundant sources of natural gas 
and oil which the Soviet Union is 
willing to develop for world use. 
However, he said, the United 
States has closed the door for 
such cooperation fay passing 
what be called discriminating 
trade legislation. 


"The United States put a 


ceiling for the credits to the 
Soviet Union and deprived us of 
the possibility of exporting com- 
pensating goods to the U.S. on a 
normal competitive basis by 


refusing to grant us the most 
favored nations' treatment as 
provided in the trade agreement. 


"If the United States wishes to 


have the advantages and benefits 
in trade with the Soviet Union as 
other nations are doing, America 
has to change this state of facts," 
Krouglov said. 


The Russian trade represen- 


tative backed his statement with 
statistics showing the U.S. has 
dropped from second place in 
1973 to sixth in 1974 among the 
Soviet Union's trading partners. 
That position will improve 
slightly in 1975 because of the re- 
cent five-year grain sale pact 
agreed upon by both countries. 


The cutback in trade between 


the two countries, he said, was 
caused by legislation passed in [ 
December 1974 making commer- * 
cial relations subject to control 
over some of the internal affairs 
of the Soviet Union and other 
socialist countries. 


"The adoption of the dis- 


criminating trade legislation in 
the United States was a 
regressive action," Krouglov 
said. "It will be clear that the 
maintenance of restrictions in 
trade with the Soviet Union can 
have an adverse impart on the 
United States themselves only."

am To Ban Use Of DES 


Washington (UPI) - The 


Food and Drug Administration 
said Tuesday it would again try 
to ban use of the cancer-causing 
compound DES as a growth 
stimulant for beef cattle and 
sheep. 


FDA Commissioner Dr. 


Alexander Schmidt announced 
the new prohibition attempt at a 
House health subcommittee 
hearing. 


Earlier FDA attempts to ban 


diethylstilbesterol as a growth 
promoter, after residues were 
found in the edible tissues of 
animals, were thwarted by a 
federal court on grounds that 
manufacturers of DES were 
denied a hearing. 


DES, 
which is a synthetic 


female hormone, has been used 
as a growth promoter in certain 
animals, primarily beef cattle, 
since «h 1950s. The compound 
itself is known to cause cancer in 
laboratory animals when fed in 
large doses, but its use was per- 
mitted hi feeding cattle so long 
as no residues were found in 
slaughtered carcasses. 


Under a 1958 law, the FDA is 


required to forbid food additives 
that cause cancer either in man 
or in laboratory animals. 


In 1973, acting because low- 


level DES residues were being 
found in beef cattle livers, the 
FDA issued the initial ban which 
was upset by the 1974 court 


ruling. After the ruling, FDA 
said hearings at which manufac- 
turers could contest a proposed 
ban could not be held until the 
agency settled a conflict of 
proper methods for detecting 
animal drug residues in human 
food. 


However, this issue proved to 


be so thorny and so controversial 
among scientists that final 
regulatory action should not be 
delayed further, the agency said. 


FDA's action now, in effect, 


will begin the regulatory steps to 
ban use of DES in animal feeds 
and as implants but will allow 
manufacturers to appeal the ac- 
tion and request the bearings 
that the court said were 


necessary. 


"The issues at such a hearing 


are likely to include the 
availability of a suitable method 
for detecting DES residues in 
food, and the safety of residues 
being found," FDA said. These 
are issues that have not been 
resolved after several years of 
controversy. Many cattle in- 
dustry and farm spokesmen have 
contested attempts to ban DES, 
arguing the residues found in re- 
cent years are at trace levels 
which have never been proven 
dangerous to either man or 
animals. Cattlemen frequently 
assert a ban would add substan- 
tially to production costs by 
requiring use of more cattle 


feeds. 


FDA said part of its two- 


pronged regulatory approach 
would be completed by the end 
of the year. 


On one side the agency will 


publish a final order saying FDA 
believes the current method for 
detecting DES residues in food 
is not sensitive enough to detect 
residues at levels that present a 
risk of cancer, the agency said. 
The other approach will be a 
proposal to revoke permission 
for livestock producers to use 
DES. 


The Senate earlier this year 


passed a bill to ban the use of 
DES in livestock feeds, but the 
bill is still pending in the House.

courts are the only reasonable 
place for consumers to litigate 
small injustices You pay a 
negligible filing fee and can 
generally handle the case 
yourself Bringing off a victory 
in small claims is an especially 
gratifying feeling But all too 
often it s followed by a sickening 
letdown that makes people 
wonder whether justice really 
can be served 


The sad fact is that many of 


the people who win in small 
claims are never able to collect 
theu money There are no hard 
figures on how many awards go 
unpaid Estimates range from 
20C 
0 in some courts to 507o in 


others depending on the judge 
and on state law But whether 
the procedures in your area are 
good or baa, you should keep m 
mind that winning your case 
may be orly naif the battle You 
might have to return to court to 
get the other party to pay 


Sometimes the firm you sued 


has gone out of business, and all 
\ ou can do is stand in line with 
the rest of the creditors hoping 
to get at least something for your 
pains But it s more likely that 
the nonpayer is perfectly 
capable of meeting his 
obligations An individual might 
simply ignore voor attempts to 
collect, a business or landlord 
might hide behind a lawyer 
Whatever the tactic, they hope 
to make the chase so frustrating 
and expensive that you 11 even- 
tually give up 


Even state has procedures for 


collecting a small-claims judg- 
ment The court clerk will tell 
you what they are and exactly 
how to use them 


Simplest Way 


If the debt is ovved by an in- 


dividual the simplest wa> to 
collect is generally to have his 
wages garnished, which can be 
done with a court order The 
court clerk can help you with the 
legal procedures If your adver- 
sary discovers you re actually 
willing to go this far — and if he 
can pav — he might then come 
up with the money rather man 
get his employer involved 


Alternatively you can arrange 


to have the sheriff seize some of 
the debtor's property and sell it 
— but that s a more complicated 
procedure You'll probably find 
that you need a lawyer, who 
might charge $75 and up The 
threat alone might disgorge pay- 
ment But if the debt is small, 
\ou could lose more trying to 
collect than bj letting it go 


It is even more difficult to 


collect from a recalcitrant cor- 
poration There are no wages to 
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garnish, so you have to proceed 
against the company's assets 
Thii almost always requires a 
lawyer Corporations sometimes 
fight back by miring you in a 
swamp of expensive legal 
procedures and exhausting 
delays in hopes you 11 give up or 
settle for much less 


If the judgment you're owed is 


large enough, you should be able 
to find a lawyer who will push 
the case in return for one-third 
of one-half of the recovery But 
if you're owed only $200 or $300, 
it s often not worth his time to 
pursue it very far 
People 


who deliberately thwart 
legitimate collect'on efforts may 
be neld in contempt of court and 
ordered to pay a fine (They can 
even be jailed, although the 
courts rarely push the issue that 
far) But, unfortunately, many 
people have expended all the 
time and money they can afford 
before reaching this point 


Better Procedures Needed 
There is a clear need for im- 


proved collection procedures for 
small claims 
Some judges 


themselves are able to make 
tmngs better 
For example, 


Judge John Greaney, of the 
Springfield, Mass , Housing 
Court, has taken over the burden 
of collecting His clerks make 
payment arrangements with the 
debtors, and if they renege they 
are hauled right in for contempt 
of court Where state procedures 
allow it, other judges have made 
similar efforts 


ISew York State Has just 


passed a significant small-claims 
reform law Any business that ig- 
nores more than three small- 
claims judgments can now be 
sued for three times the amount 
or the original judgment, plus 
lawyer s fees This is a powerful 
incentive to pay, and should be 
adopted in other states 


Steven Rider, 
of the 


Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group says that public 
interest lawyers — although ac- 
tive in helping consumers win 
their small claims — have 
generally not had time to see 
that the judgment is paid This is 
clearly an area in need of atten- 
tion ' But in the end,' says 
Rider, "it s the legislature, and 
more importantly the judges, 
who have fo make small claims 
effective '

A legislative committee will hold a public 
hearing Wednesday on proposed legislation which 
would increase the amount of computerized in­ 
formation available to police and limit access 
allowed to the public and the news media.

The patrol would be required to pass the infor­ 
mation along to the FBI. 
The bill requires that the dispositions of the 
cases be placed in the computer along with the 
arrests.

C rim e Commission, which wrote the legisla­ 
tion, is given authority in the bill to interpret the 
law. 
“ I think that would be just totally unaccep­ 
table,” said Harold Andersen, president of the 
Omaha World-Herald and president of the 
American Newspaper Publishers Association. “ It 
seems to me we have enough quasijudicial bodies 
interpreting rules and regulations,” he said.

State Sen. Loran Schmit of 
Bellwood said Tuesday he may 
introduce legislation in the 1976 
session to compensate the vic­ 
tims of crime and is also 
thinking about charging Penal 
Complex inmates for room and 
board.

Schmit said in an interview his 
idea is in general to make the 
public aware of the costs of 
crime so that they will respond 
with demands for tighter law en­ 
forcement and less lenient 
courts as well as keep better 
track of their children. 
Specifically, the lawmaker 
said his idea is to have the state 
pick up the tab on compensation 
for victims of crime in cases 
where the perpetrator can't be 
found. 
In cases where the lawbreaker 
is caught, Schmit said costs 
would be levied against him. In 
turn, if the lawbreaker had no 
financial resources, the bill 
would go to the state. 
“When the public sees what 
that bill is. I think they’ll say ‘We 
want better law enforcement .” 
the lawmaker said. 
"They will also want to pin 
down those lenient judges and 
pin down attorneys who plea 
bargain,” Schmit said. 
The lawmaker said as the 
situation stands now, "I think 
the general public is unaware of 
what the real cost of crime is to 
the individual in terms of per­ 


sonal losses. But I ’ll bet they 
figure it out fast if it were to 
come out of their pockets.” 
On the board and room idea, 
Schmit said he’s contemplating 
the idea of having it include both 
juveniles and adult offenders. 
He said as it stands now, if 
parents have a child who goes to 
the Beatrice State Home for the 
retarded, that family generally 
pays at least something toward 
institutional costs. 
On the other hand, the parents 
of a child who is sent to a penal 
institution pays nothing. 
"I think they ought to have to 
pay just like those parents of the 
retarded child do," Schmit said.

A proposal by State Sen. John 
DeCamp of Neligh to limit the 
source of income of doctors and 
lawyers in Nebraska may be con­ 
stitutionally invalid, a Nebraska 
attorney general’s opinion said 
Tuesday. 
The opinion, written by Paul 
Snyder, a special assistant at­ 
torney general, said the state has 
the right to regulate businesses 
to protect the health morals and 
safety of its citizens. However, 
he said the right to regulate must 
not be arbitrary, 
DeCamp requested the opi­ 
nion in connection with possible 
legislation that would prevent 
doctors and lawyers from con­ 
tinuing in their profession if 
more than 50% of their income 
came from outside professional 
pursuits as a doctor or a lawyer. 
Snyder said, "Personal liberty 
includes the right of the citizens 
to be free to use his faculties in 
all lawful ways; to live and work 
where he will; to earn his 
livelihood by any lawful calling, 
to pursue any livelihood or 
vocation ’ 
He cited a New York case 
where the state legisiture 
attempted to Imut the issuance 
of insurance brokerage licenses 
The court struck down the 
statute as going far beyond the 
limits of proper regulation, 
Sn y d er said , >

The draft was based in large 
part on Indiana and Florida 
laws. 
One point that wound up in 
the bill drew advance objections 
from the Nebraska Bar Associa­ 
tion. That provision would 
provide that the losing side in a 
malpractice suit, whether it be 
the physician or the patient, 
would pick up the tab on legal 
fees for both sides.

Association’s malpractice com­ 
mittee, pleaded with the com­ 
mittee prior to the time the deci­ 
sion was made "not to just have 
it automatic” on who pays the 
attorney fees because he said 
that might tend to discourage 
what he called “ good cases.” 
He suggested leaving the awar­ 
ding of fees up to the judge, who 
could order the patient to pay 
fees for both sides if he felt thé 
suit was “ frivolous." 
The com m ittee, in an 
executive session following 
Lathrop s testimony, decided to 
adopt the Nebraska Medical 
Association’s suggestion that the 
losing side pays the fees. 
The committee also decided to 
include in the bill a provision 
that would change current laws 
on time limits for filing suit. Law 
now limits filings* to two years 
from the date of injury or one 
year from the date of discovery 
of an injury with a 10-year 
maximum limit. 
The committee bill would im­ 
pose a two-year limit from the 
date of injury as well as two 
years from discovery with an 
overall six-year maximum. 
The committee decided 
against trying to specifically 
limit damage awards through 
dollar ceilings.

formation on arrests, trials, convictions and 
prison sentences.

The proposed law says “ nothing in such sec­ 
tions shall prevent a criminal justice agency from 
disclosing to the public factual information con­ 
cerning the status of an investigation, the ap­ 
prehension, arrest, release, or prosecution of an 
individual, the adjudication of charges, or the 
correctional status of an individual, which is 
reasonably contemporaneous with the event to 
which the information relates.” 
Similar “ nothing shall prevent” language is 
used in a section which allows police to tell 
reporters if a person was arrested if the reporters 
know the exact date of the arrest. 
Dunlevey said the federal regulations would 
allow the statute to say “ shall” instead of 
"nothing shall prevent.” The "nothing shall 


prevent” language allows the police to decide 
what shall be released. 
However, Donlevey said the intent of the bill 
was to “ let the news media have everything they 
now have.” 
Dunlevey also said that the Crime Commission 
did not necessarily agree with tee LEAA 
regulations. If the state does not pass the law, 
LEAA has authority to cut off $4 million in fun­ 
ding to Nebraska as well as deny state law en­ 
forcement authorities access to federal crime 
information computers. 


Andersen, who recently testified at a hearing in 
Washington, said the battle against the 
regulations is not over and states should wait to 
enact laws to meet the federal mandate. 
Andersen also said states could make significant 
changes in the plan proposed by LEAA. 
When asked if the entire effort was an attempt 
to protect the police from public scrutiny and not 
the accused, Andersen said, “ It’s a question you 
have to ask ” He said some police officers support 
the regulations not out of principle, but because 
they do not want to be bothered by people 
seeking information.

Pesticid e Act 
The Legislature’s Agriculture 
Committee has called a meeting 
for Jan. 5 with the Nebraska con­ 
gressional delegation and federal 
environmental officials to dis­ 
cuss a new federal pesticide act. 


Contrary to comments by 
University of Nebraska exten­ 
sion expert Bob Roselle, Sen. 
Loran Schmit of Bellwood said 
the new federal law would 
"bring us out of the quicksand 
and into the alligator’s mouth." 
The act would require 
pesticide dealers to determine a 
particular customer’s ability to 
apply the poisons properly and 
would hold the dealer legally 
responsible, Schmit said. 
“ This does nothing to solve 
the problems caused by an acci­ 
dent involving a pesticide,” he 
said. 


At the Jan. 5 meeting, Schmit 
said the committee may decide 
whether to introduce a pesticide 
control bill into the Legislature. 
The committee also agreed to 
introduce legislation allowing 
the State Board of Educational 
Lands and Funds to trade land 
and sign leases for a share of the 
crop grown on state lands. 
Schmit said the bills would 
allow the state to get rid of some 
isolated tracts and to earn more 
money for the public schools.

If the University of Nebraska 
wants more budget flexibility, 
Sen. Richard Marvel told NU 
President D. B. Varner Tuesday, 
it must develop a system of ac- 
countability by which to 
measure its activities. 
"We don’t have the tools to 
hold you accountable,” the 
Legislature's 
Appropriations 
Committee chairman said. 
“ You are not going to get 
much flexibility unless you can 
deliver a rather potent system of 
accountability.” 
Marvel asked Varner to 
prepare a report by Jan. 15 on 
how the university can produce 
such a budgeting and manage­ 
ment technique. 
‘Not Ghost Of Chance’ 
Without such a system, Marvel 
said, “ you haven’t a ghost of a 
chance of improved budget 
flexibility.” 
NU is seeking a lump sum ap­ 
propriation for the 1976-77 fiscal 
year, allowing the Board of 
Regents to distribute funds 
among campuses and programs. 
The university’s current 
budget is alloted on a campus 
basis, with funds specifically 
allocated 
for designated 
programs on each campus. 
NU officials appeared before 
the Appropriations Committee 
to discuss university goals in the 
broadest terms. Senators and 
NU officials later divided into 
three discussion groups to con­ 
sider budgetary alternatives. 
Advantages Listed 
In a discussion group with 
Marvel, Varner outlined what he 
considers to be the major advan­ 
tages of lump sum budgeting. 
It would allow better long­ 
term planning, provide a tool for 
coordination among the cam­ 
puses, allow some needed 
flexibility and require the 
regents and administrators to 
assume their proper responsibili­ 
ty for resource allocation, he 
said. 
Lincoln Chancellor Adam 
Breckenridge told the same dis­ 
cussion group he would prefer 
lump sum budgeting by campus, 
rather than systemwide 
Campus budgeting in one sum 
would represent progress, 
Varner said, but it would still 
make it difficult for systemwide 
coordination among the Lincoln 
and Omaha campuses. 
The two other discussion 
groups recommended at least 
some budget flexibility for 
regents or campus chancellors

State Sen. Bill Burrows of 


Adams said Tuesday he fears a 
court settlement in a lawsuit 
against the Beatrice State 
Home may block needed im- 
provements at the home, in- 
cluding air-conditioning and cot- 
tage construction. 


"I'm afraid the net result of 


the settlement may be that it 
will take longer to air-condition^ 
buildings and construct more 
cottages," Burrows said in an in- 
terview. 


"It could stifle improvements 


in the basic needs of the Beatrice 
State Home by introducing a fac- 
tor of risk," he said. 


The settlement, agreed to by 


Gov. J. James Exon, the U.S. 
Justice Department and at- 
torneys for some retarded per- 
sons, sets as a goal a reduction in 
the number of residents in the 
home from 1,004 to 250 within 
three years. 


The retarded would be moved 


to community-based programs. 
U.S. Attorney Louis Thrasher 
has charged the Beatrice State 
Home has relied upon drugs in- 
stead of programs to control the 
retarded, used an isolation cell 
and fed some improperly. 


Said Better Served 


Thrasher said the retarded 


would be better served in com- 
munity programs. 


"From the input I have from 


parents (of retarded in com- 
munity programs), incidences of 
abuse occur at a higher rate in 
the community programs than in 
the home," Burrows said.

The State Health Board has

Some communities may be 50 


years behind in their attitudes 
toward the retarded, he said. In 
such instances, a retarded per- 
son in a community program is 
at the mercy of what Burrows 
called the "peck system" which 
leaves the retarded vulnerable to 
ridicule from others. 


He said he would like the 


public to understand the 
problems of the retarded, but he 
called it "cruel" to use the 
retarded to bring about that 
public education. 


The Legislature, and not the 


court or community programs, 
will decide what the proper 
balance between the Beatrice 
State Home and the community 
programs will be, Burrows 
added. 


"We're in a better position to 


settle the matter concerning 
where the state's resources are 
best spent," he said. 


The settlement subverts state 


law by delegating powers to a 
nonstatutory body to oversee 
placement of the retarded, he 
said, and predicted

Columbus (AP) — Pressure 


from the federal government 
was an impetus in a proposed 
Platte ' County comprehensive 
plan on zoning regulations, ac- 
cording to Jim Holmberg, chair- 
man of the Platte County Joint 
Planning Commission. 


Various Platte County com- 


munities, including Platte 
Center, Lindsay, Creston, Tar- 
nov, Cornlea, Monroe and Dun- 
can, would be affected by the 
proposed regulations, sent to the 
county board of supervisors 
Tuesday after a meeting of about 
200 persons Monday night. 


"There are several factors in- 


volved, including pressures from 
the federal government, which 


controls funds used for sewage 
treatment plans and similar 
work," Holmberg said. 


"Nebraska law says it is man- 


datory to have a comprehensive 
plan by July 1, 1977." 


Columbus, which has its own 


regulations, would not be 
affected by the proposed plan. 


Controversy at Monday night's 


meeting centered on regulations 
affecting rural subdivisions. A 
major, point of concern was a 
proposal among the Platte Coun- 
ty regulations that would make 
lots 2.5 acres or larger virtually 
universal throughout the county, 
unless there were a central 
water and/or sewage system. 


Holmberg said his resignation 


would be submitted to the coun- 
ty board of supervisors Tuesday 
along with the proposed 
regulations. 


The supervisors will -study the 


proposals and conduct a hearing 
before deciding whether to 
adopt the proposals.

Searchers Tuesday finally found 
in an old cemetery a body they 
are sure is that of Betsy Ross, 
the seamstress who legend says 
made the first American flag. 


It took two days of digging in 


Mt Moriah Cemetery, where 
Mrs Ross was buned in 1857, to 
find the coffin containing her 
remains 
On Monday other 


bones were found which experts* 
ruled out as being those of the 
woman who supposedly made 
the 13-star flag at the request of 
George Washington 


"I'm glad things did work 


out," said Dr Allan Mann of the 
University of Pennsylvania "I 
didn't want to get blamed for 
losing Betsy Ross." 


Mann and his grave diggers 


began work Monday at the 
cemetery in 
southwest 


Philadelphia. He was com- 
missioned to move the remains 
to a courtyard next to her home, 
a national monument, in time 
for the nation's bicentennial in 
1976 


"I must say it was a bit upset- 


ting," Mann said. "We dug up a 
coffin Monday, but that turned 
out to be her grandson, or great- 
grandson." 


So the grave diggers were 


ordered back to work Tuesday 
The second body, which Mann is 
sure is Betsy's, was found after 
hours of excavating 


"There's no question about 


this one," he said. "All in- 
dications point to this one It was 
a great distance away from the 
grave marker, but it (the 
marker) was put up in 1923 and 
that's 70 years alter she was 
moved to the cemetery " 


Betsy Ross' body was buned 


in Mt Monah after the city 
purchased the Free Quaker 
Cemetery in 1857, where she was 
originally buried in 1836 
f ollowmg her death at the age of 
84 


A court order sought by her 


descendants, the Betsy Ross 
Memorial and the American 
Flag House, required her 
remains be rebuned in the

In the most serious accident, 


eight sailors were killed and 47 
were injured Nov 22 when the

Navy spokesmen at Atlantic 


Fleet headquarters in Norfolk 
said collisions during refueling

A legislative committee will hold a public 


hearing Wednesday on proposed legislation which 
would increase the amount of computerized in- 
formation available to police and limit access 
allowed to the public and the news media. 


In an extreme example of application of the 


aw, it could prevent a potential employer from 
earning whether a job applicant, once sentenced 
to prison, was properly paroled or escaped. 


The legislation, to be discussed by the ' 


Miscellaneous Subjects Committee, would re- 
quire all Nebraska police and sheriff's deputies to 
report all felony arrests to the Nebraska State 
Patrol. 
^ 


The patrol would be required to pass the infor- 


mation along to the FBI. 


The bill requires that the dispositions of the 


cases be placed in the computer along with the 
arrests. Individuals would have a right to 
examine their records and remove incorrect in- 
formation. 


The law is vague on what information will be 


available to the news media. The Nebraska 


C r i m e Commission, which wrote the legisla- 
tion, is given authority in the bill to interpret the 
law. 


"I think that would be just totally unaccep- 


table," said Harold Andersen, president of the 
Omaha World-Herald and president of the 
American Newspaper Publishers Association: "It 
seems to me we have enough quasijudidal bodies 
interpreting rules and regulations," he said. 


Jim Dunlevey, state court administrator, was 


the chairman of the committee which wrote the 
law. He said the crime commission was given the 
authority to interpret the law because it had- 
experience in the area. 
' The law was written to comply with regulations 


of the federal Law Enforcement Assistance Ad- 
ministration. 


The LEAA regulations were drawn up in an 


attempt to protect the privacy of individuals as 
police expand their computer files. 


However, the regulations and the proposed 


Nebraska law, go beyond the computer files and 
close access to paper records now open to the 
public. 


The records which would be closed include in- 
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formation on arrests, trials, convictions and 
prison sentences. 


In addition to attacks from the news media, the 


bill is expected ,to face opposition from groups 
who fear the FBI and others could abuse the com- 
puterized information. 


The news media would be allowed to see in- 


formation available in court and police records, 
but would not be allowed to see an index to tell 
them how to find the information. 


The proposed law says "nothing hi such sec- 


tions shall prevent a criminal justice agency from 
disclosing to the public factual information con- 
cerning the status of an investigation, the ap- 
prehension, arrest, release, or prosecution of an 
individual, the adjudication of charges, or the 
correctional status of an individual, which is 
reasonably contemporaneous with the event to 
which the information relates." 


Similar "nothing shall prevent" language is 


used in a section which allows police to tell 
reporters if a person was arrested if the reporters 
know the exact date of the arrest. 


Dunlevey said the federal regulations would 


allow the statute to say "shall" instead of 
"nothing shall prevent." The "nothing shall 


prevent" language allows the police to decide 
what shall be released. 


However, Donlevey said the intent of the bill 


was to "let the news media have everything they 
now have." 


Dunlevey also said that the Crime Commission 


did not necessarily agree with i ie LEAA 
regulations. If the state does not pass the law, 
LEAA has authority to cut off ?4 million in fun- 
ding to Nebraska as well as deny state law en- 
forcement authorities access to federal crime 
information computers. 


Andersen, who recently testified at a hearing in 


Washington, said the battle against the 
regulations is not over and states should wait to 
enact laws to meet the federal mandate. 
Andersen also said states could make significant 
changes in the plan proposed by LEAA. 


When asked if the entire effort was an attempt 


to protect the police from public scrutiny and not 
the accused, Andersen said, "It's a question you 
have to ask." He said some police officers support 
the regulations not out of principle, but because 
they do not want to be bothered by people 
seeking information.

State Sen. Loran Schmit of 


Bellwood said Tuesday he may 
introduce legislation in the 1976 
session to compensate the vic- 
tims of crime and is also 
thinking about charging Penal 
Complex inmates for room and 
board. 
' 


Schmit said in an interview his 


idea is in general to make the 
public aware of the costs of 
crime so that they will respond 
with demands for tighter law en- 
forcement and less lenient 
courts as well as keep better 
track of their children. 


Specifically, the lawmaker 


said his idea is to have the state 
pick up the tab on compensation 
for victims of crime in cases 
where the perpetrator can't be 
found. 


In cases where the lawbreaker 


is caught, Schmit said costs 
would be levied against him. In 
turn, if the lawbreaker had no 
financial resources, the bill 
would go to the state. 


"When the public sees what 


that bill is, I think they'll say 'We 
want better law enforcement','' 
the lawmaker said. 


"They will also want to pin 


down those lenient judges and 
pin down attorneys who plea 
bargain," Schmit said. 


The lawmaker said as the 


situation stands now, "I think 
the general public is unaware of 
what the real cost of crime is to 
the individual in terms of per- 


sonal losses. But I'll bet they 
figure it out fast if it were to 
come out of their pockets." 


On the board and room idea, 


Schmit said he's contemplating 
the idea of having it include both 
juveniles and adult offenders. 


He said as it stands now, if 


parents have a child who goes to 
the Beatrice State Home for the 
retarded, that family generally 
pays at least something toward 
institutional costs. 


On the other hand, the parents 


of a child who is sent to a penal 
institution pays nothing. 


"I think they ought to have to 


pay just like those parents of the 
retarded child do," Schmit said. 
"That way, maybe parents will 
be a little more responsible." 


On the adult side, the law- 


maker said the payment of board 
and room could come out of ear- 
nings while in an institution. He 
also said it might be a good idea 
to allow for garnishing estates. 


Schmit said there's no reason 


why a person who commits a 
crime should be able to serve 
time in an institution, come out 
and inherit money. 


Noting the State Corrections 


Department is in the position of 
having to ask the 1976 
Unicameral for a deficit ap- 
propriation, he said "that will 
help out that situation and 
maybe cut down the number of 
people in institutions through 
better law enforcement."

The draft was based in large

One point that wound up in 


the bill drew advance objections 
from the Nebraska Bar Associa- 
tion. That provision would 
provide that the losing side in a 
malpractice suit, whether it be 
the physician or the patient, 
would pick up the tab on legal 
fees for both sides. 


David Lathrop of Omaha, 


chairman 
of 
the 
Bar 


Association's malpractice com- 
mittee, pleaded with the com- 
mittee prior to the lime the deci- 
sion was made "not to just have 
it automatic" on who pays the 
attorney fees because he said 
that might tend to discourage 
what he called "good cases." 


He suggested leaving the awar- 


ding of fees up to the judge, who 
could order the patient to pay 
fees for both sides if he felt the 
suit was "frivolous." 


The committee, in an 


executive session following 
Lathrop's testimony, decided to 
adopt the Nebraska Medical 
Association's suggestion that the 
losing side pays the fees. 


The committee also decided to 


include in the bill a provision 
that would change current laws 
on time limits for filing suit Law 
now limits filings* to two years 
from the date of injury or one 
year from the date of discovery 
of an injury •with a 10-year 
maximum limit. 


The committee bill would im- 


pose a two-year limit from the 
date of injury as well as two 
years from discovery wiJi an 
overall six-year maximum. 


The committee decided 


against trying to specifically 
limit damage awards through 
dollar ceilings. 


The Legislature's Agriculture 


Committee has called a meeting 
for Jan. 5 with the Nebraska con- 
gressional delegation and federal 
environmental officials to dis- 
cuss a new federal pesticide act. 


Contrary to comments by 


University of Nebraska exten- 
sion expert Bob Roselle, Sen. 
Loran Schmit of Bellwood said 
the new federal law would 
"bring us out of the quicksand 
and into the alligator's mouth." 


The act would require 


pesticide dealers to determine a 
particular customer's ability to 
apply the poisons properly and 
would hold the dealer legally 
responsible, Schmit said. 


"This does nothing to solve 


the problems caused by an acci- 
dent involving a pesticide," he 
said. 


At the Jan. 5 meeting, Schmit 


said the committee may decide 
whether to introduce a pesticide 
control bill into the Legislature. 


The committee also agreed to 


introduce legislation allowing 
the State Board of Educational 
Lands and Funds to trade land 
and sign leases for a share of the 
crop grown on state lands. 


Schmit said the bills would 


allow the state to get rid of some 
isolated tracts and to earn more 
money for the public schools.

Senators and 
NU officials later divided into 
three discussion groups to con- 
sider budgetary alternatives.
